N e w Y o k k , February Sih.—A d y n a m ite 
bom b exploded against tbe foundation of 
Stevenson's Brewery this evening. The 
shock was felt over a largo portion of the 
city. The windows of bouses in tbe vicin­ 
ity were shattered, and the big stones of 
the foundation of the brewery torn out. 
Considerable damage was done to the in ­ 
terior and several persons were injured, but 
nope fatally. 
PARTICULARS OF THE EXPLOSION. 
N ew 
Y o r k , February 8th.—A terrific 
explosion this evening blew a hole through 
the two-foot wall of David Stevenson’s 
Brewery, and shattered hundreds of w in­ 
dows on Tenth Avenue, in the neighbor­ 
hood of Fortieth street, where it occurred 
F ortunately no one was seriously hurt. 
W ho placed the dynam ite bomb there 
(for such i! is believed was the cause of tbe 
explosion) is a mystery. 
Stevenson had lately been involved in 
labor troubles. 
John O’Connell, President 
of the Ale and Porter Brewers’ Protective 
Association, had made charges against 
Stevenson that he was not paying his men 
enough, and though the cnarges were dis­ 
proved, a boycott was ordered. This was 
recently removed, however, 
as 
unjust. 
Not one o: his men left him during the 
tight, and now in the vicinity of the brew­ 
ery it is thought that malice because of 
these facrs prompted the act. 
INCIDENTS OF THE EXPLOSION. 
John Dunn was drawing a glass of beer 
in a neighboring saloon when the explo­ 
sion occurred, and the glass was blown out 
of his hand, and Ed. Dunn, a brother, was 
flung back against a pum p with a force that 
caused internal injuries. 
Just at the spot where the explosion is 
thought to have been are five drying kilns, 
but Stephenson is positive that gas did not 
cause the explosiop. The Fire Marshal, 
who was present, was oí the opinion that a 
bomb was thrown from the roof of a tene­ 
m ent across the way. 
It is stated at a drugstore near the scene 
that four women were brought to prem a­ 
ture confinement by the explosion.

P ro to c o ls o f th e S a m o a n C o n fe re n c e s 
F in a lly M ad e P u b lic . 
W a s h in g to n , February 8th.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day transm itted to Congress the 
proposal of Bismarck for the resumption of 
the conference on the basis of native inde­ 
pendence and equality of rights among 
treaty powers, and tbe President's response. 
Accompanying the Samoan correspond­ 
ence were six protocols, or reports, of the 
six conferences which were held In this 
city between Secretary Bayard, Sackvitle 
West and Baron Yon Alvensleben, the 
German Minister. Tbese m em orandum s 
have never before been made public, but 
in the correspondence on Samoan affairs 
transm itted by the President to Congress 
from tim e to lim e during the past two 
years the points of difference between rep­ 
resentatives of the three Governments—as 
developed at these conferences—have in 
others forms been published. The protocol 
ot the first conference, on June 25, 1887. 
shows th at Bayard subm itted the follow­ 
ing plan tor the governm ent of Samoa : 
The independence 
and autonom y of 
Samoa shall be preserved free from inter­ 
ference from any foreign power. The be­ 
ginning of the organization of the new 
Government will be tbe recognition of a 
native King. This office has been filled 
for many years by the election of tbe head 
of the Malietoa family, and thc-se elections 
should be recogniz-d by the treaty powers. 
A written constitution should be adopted 
as follows : The inhabitants should choose 
by election tbe Chiefs to form tbe Council 
of the King. The constitution should pro­ 
vide for a Legislature, which should con­ 
sist of the King's Councilors and a Legisla­ 
tive Assembly. A municipal Government 
should be formed for Apia, without inter­ 
ference by foreign Consuls. 
A native 
Court should be organized, the sale of 
liquors aud deadly weapons should be pro­ 
hibited, a Land Commission organized to 
inquire into laud titles, customs and ton­ 
nage duties should be levied and a man-of- 
war kept in the harbor to m aintain peace. 
Von AlveDsleben, on the part of the Ger­ 
man Government, proposed a new election 
for King and a Government carried on 
without the assistance of a native Council. 
A foreign representative should fie a p ­ 
pointed as adviser to the King. 
This ad­ 
viser, who would have the influence of a 
Prim e Minister, to be appointed by the 
Power having preponderating interests in 
Samoa, the appointm ent to be made with 
the consent of the other two Powers, and 
the term of office to last five years. 
An 
International Court should be eslablished 
to settle tbe disputes of foreigners. 
As the 
German interests outweigh the other inter­ 
ests, Germany should appoint the first ad­ 
viser to the King. 
Lord Sackvilte favored Germany's plan 
of an adviser to the King, with certain 
modifications of more diplomatic than real 
importance. 
In the protocol of t’ue second Samoan 
conference, July 2, 1887, Bayard said, it 
was understood that all agreed that there 
should be no annexation of the islands by 
any of the treaty Pow ers; that the inde­ 
pendence of Samoa should be preserved, 
and that the native Government was to be 
assisted to m aintain itself. At this meeting 
the plan3 of government proposed by each 
Power at the first meeting were discussed 
by the conferees, each one advocating the 
plan which he proposed. The conference 
adjourned after a short session, no action 
being taken. 
The third protocol contains a m em oran­ 
dum of the discussion between the three 
representatives respecting the powers to be 
conferred upon the proposed native Coun­ 
cil and Land Court. At this conference 
Lord Sackville expressed a willingness to 
give Germany m andatory control for five 
years, and thereafter m ake the control 
alternative, with the consent of the other 
two Powers. 
The fourth protocol related to a discus­ 
sion of the meaning of the term “ m anda­ 
tory control." 
Lord Sackville pointed out 
the difference between the meaning of the 
phrases “ alternation ” and “ rotation ” of 
control. 
Mr. Bayard objected to the Ger­ 
man plan, and Mr. Von Alvensleben ob­ 
jected to Mr. Bayard’s plan for n council of 
live. Bayard renewed his stalem ents re ­ 
specting the organization of a Land Com­ 
mission and a Land Court, but be did not 
consider that question indispensable to 
final negotiations. 
In the protocol of the fifth conference 
Bayard said that iu the protocol ol the 
second conference il was agreed that there 
should be a native election of a KiDg w ith­ 
out foreign interference. H e had first pro­ 
posed the election of a King and Vice- , 
King. The proposition for the election of a 
Vice-King was agreed to. The powers of 
the Faipuie were discussed, and there was 
an interchange of opinion respecting the 
construction of a Land Court aud Com­ 
mission and the composition of the same, 
its membership, duties, etc. 
The conterees also discussed a scheme 
for the creation of a m andatory foreign 
power in the islands, but reached no agree­ 
ment. 
The last protocol, dated July 26th, con­ 
sists of a paper read by Von Alvensleben, 
which brought the negotiations io a close. 
He reviewed the proceedings of the former 
CQnferences, and claimed that Germany, 
having the largest interests 
in 
8amoa 
should be intrusted by the other two Pow­ 
ers to exercise control. This m andatory 
scheme was based upon the argum ent that 
there could be no stable native Government 
unless contiolied by one common organ of 
the three Powers. 
Mr. Bayard insisted upon the mainte- 
nence of the independence «Hd autonom y 
of the islands, to be preserved free from the 
preponderating influence of any foreign 
Power. Bayard continued that the British 
Minister had said the object of tbe three 
Governments in sending Commissioneis to 
Samoa was to m aintain the autonomy and 
independence of Samoa, under a native 
Government. This being the case, Bayard 
says he listened witli regret to a proposition 
that suggested an inequality ol control. He 
regarded with disfavor the plan to place tne 
real control ot Samoa in German bands, 
subject to the approval, of the other two 
Powers. It would follow that the Power in 
control coaid m aintain its authority in ­ 
definitely. 
As the British Minister agreed that tbe 
powers having a preponderating com m er­ 
cial interest should assume control, it fol­ 
lowed that Germany would rule the islands. 
The British Minister was willing that the 
Germans should have m andatory control 
for the first five years, but no assurances 
could be given that at the end of that 
period it m ight not be renewed. According 
to Bayard, if—as stated by the German 
Minister—Germany could not be expected 
to rem ain more or less excluded from the 
efficient contiol ot tbe country, and placing 
the power of the adviser of the King in the 
hands of representatives of a power other 
than Germany would mean German exclu­ 
sion, then be was unable to sec why the 
placing those powers in German control 
would not exclude the other Puweis. 
He 
claimed that the acceptance of a guarantee 
front any one power for the government of 
the islands was not in the direction of pre­ 
serving tbe autonom y of the islands. 
H e 
reaffirmed his preference for a eingie ju d i­ 
cial tribunal o f final jurisdiction, to consist 
o£ five members, to be appointed by the 
King, three mem bers on behalf of the 
treaty powers, and two of the King's selec­ 
tion. 
He concluded by piooosing to ad ­ 
journ the conference until autuuin, as no 
agreem ent seemed probable. 
Tbts proposition was agreed to. with tb e 
understanding at the tim e that the nego- 
tious were not broken off.

I n th e S e n a te . 
W a s h in g to n , February Sth —In the Sen" 
ate to-day Chandler presented resolutions 
of the Republican State Central Committee 
of Louisiana asking an investigation of an 
election in that State last April. 
Senator Mitchell introduced a bill to 
make Blaine, W . T., a port of entry ; also, a 
bill to pension soldiers who have served in 
the Indian wars. 
Senator Stewart introduced a resolution 
for the appointm ent of a select committee 
to investigate the subject of irrigaticn and 
reclamation of arid lands, and that the 
comm ittee have power to sit during the 
sessions of the Senate and employ a clerk. 
Referred to the Commit ee on Contingent 
Expenses. 
Chandler’s resolution for an investiga­ 
tion of the paym ent of the accounts of 
naval otficets for longevity pay, allowances, 
etc , was adopted. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
legislative appropriation bill. The am end­ 
m ent to increase tbe clerical force of the 
Civil Service Commission was rejected, and 
tbe bill passed. 
The pension appropriation bill, as to 
which there was a motion to reconsider 
pending, was amended in relation to checks 
for pensions and to payments for portions 
of the quarter up to the death of Uie pen­ 
sioner, and the bill again passed. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of 
the Uuion Pacific funding bill, the }>ending 
question being M itchell’s motion to recom­ 
mit, w i'h instructions to include within its 
provisions the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, and Mitchell proceeded with his 
argum ent in support of the motion. 
He 
declared that the Thurm an Act had been 
in every essential particular an absolute 
failure. 
H e compared with the Thurm an 
Act the bill reported by Senator Matthews, 
and said that including the interest cn in­ 
vestments, the am ount in sinking fund on 
the 1st of February, 1889, under the Mat­ 
thews bill, would have been $35,000,000, as 
against less than $13,000,000 under the 
Thurm an Act. 
Mitchell yieled to have the conference 
report on the South Dakota bill presented. 
The report was th at after a full and free 
conference the committee had failed to 
agree. 
The Senate further insisted on a disa­ 
greement, and conferees were appointed. 
Mitchell then proceeded with his argu­ 
m ent, aud in conclusion said that inasmuch 
as the original legislation for tbe great 
transcontinental railroad had been com­ 
prised in one Act, and as in all subsequent 
legislation the subject had been treated as 
one subject, his motion to recom mit the 
bill w ith instructions to include the whole 
controversy in one measure should be wel­ 
comed by the committee, and should re­ 
ceive the favorable action of the Senate. 
The bill went over without action. 
The Senate then took up the private pen­ 
sion bills on the calendar, and passed 52 of 
thdm, and then adjourned till to-morrow.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 8th.—After rou­ 
tine busin-ss, the House went into Com­ 
mittee of the W hole on the arm y appro­ 
priation bill.

Messrs Taylor <C- Holl: W. E <Jerber, City 
Treasurer, has published in the Record- 
Ukion an opinion you gave him about his 
duties and obligations as 'Treasurer. So 
far as that opinion concerns Mr. Gerber 
alone it is a matter with which I have no 
concern, and so long as 'It rested between 
you and your client, it would have been in 
exceedingly bad taste for me to criticise it. 


standing that bad priority of right r yer his 
1882 Coupons, at least $260'1(xj having 
precedence over his earliest (1679) coupons. 
He also alleged in bis petition there were 
$100,000 in the interest and sinking fund, 
and not more than $G0.000 of this $100.000 
had been demanded of the Treasurer, and 
prayed for an order directing the Treasurer 
to pay him his $23,130. The District Court 
sustained a deaiurrer to this complaint, 
doubtless taking the same view of the case 
which you du—that the Treasurer could 
not lawfully pay out the motrey then in the 
sinking fail'd (say $100.000) on the coupons 
ranging from 1879 tolSSff, whilst there re­ 
mained outstanding coupons of an earlier 
date to the amount of Í360.000, although 
only $00.000 of them fead been presented 
for payment. 
Meyer appealed i tfcs Supreme Court re­ 
versed the judgment of the Court below, 
and in rendoing tts'decision uses this lan­ 
guage in relation to the older coupons, 
which counsel fit-- the Treasurer claimed 
stood ahead of Meyer's demand:

In January, I860, George E. Bates filed a 
petition in mandamus against James N. 
Porter asking an order to compel Porter to set 
apart Shper cent, of the gross proceeds of the 
water works lor the fiscal year 1885-6, and 
ail fulure years, for the use of the sinking 
and interest fund. The Court in December, 
1887, decided that the creditors were en­ 
titled to tbe 55 per cent., and that the Trea­ 
surer had illegally paid out large sums on 
other claims asainst the -city which right­ 
fully belonged to the sinking and interest 
fund. Hut as the money had already been 
paid they could not remedy it. They could 
only order that in future the 55 per cent, 
should be placed by the Treasurer where it 
belonged, (8ee 74Cal-, pages 224 to 244 ) 
In view of these decisions (to which I do 
not thiDk your attention was called before 
you wrote the opinion for Mr. Gerber), do 
you not believe it would be perfectly safe 
and proper, and display only a proper re­ 
gard for the rights aud interests of the tax­ 
payers, for the Trustees to make the fol­ 
lowing advertisement; 
“ There is now in the sinking and inter­ 
est fund oi the city of ¡Sacramento 
$-------- , applicable to the payment of 
coupons which fell due, respectively, on 
the first days of January, 1676, 1877. 1878 
and 1879, and coupons of those dates will 
be paid in the order of their presentation 
at ihe Treasury of the city up to March —, 
1889. If this fund is not exhausted before 
that date, then the Treasurer will com­ 
mence the payment in the order r.f tbeir 
presentation, of all coupons of 1S76. 1877, 
1878,1879 and 1>80, in the order of their 
presentation. If any party presents his 
coupons at the Treasury and then refuses 
to re; uve m ¿¡ey i-.d surrender his cou­ 
pons, this act wiil be treated as a nullity, 
and the Treasurer will pay the coupons 
next in order ot presentation.” 
Second—If the Treasurer obeyed such 
order would not he aud his bondsmen be 
perfectly sate? Aud if Davis should at 
any time thereafter sue the Treasurer could 
he possibly get any other order or judg­ 
ment than that the Treasurer should pay 
him his money as fast as it came into the 
sinking and interest fund? You will per­ 
ceive that by this course the Trustees 
would not seek to delay or prevent Davis 
or any other holder of these coupons from 
getting their money. They would not e?eu 
seek to prevent Davis lrom making the 
city tbe involuntary custodian of his 
money. But they only say to Mr. Davis, if 
you force us to be the custodian of your 
money, which we would rather not hold, 
an;l«ii the same time prosecute a suit for 
damages against ns because we are thus 
made the involuntary bankers of your 
money, we certainly will use that money 
in such a way as to derive some advantage 
from it to counterbalance your claim of 
damages.

I do this in no 
carping or unfriendly spirit. I Have al­ 
ways numbered the members of your firm 
among my earCiest and best friends in Sac­ 
ramento. and have full faith that you will 
justlv appreciate my motives in this com­ 
munication. 
The first point in the opinion to which I 
wish to call your attention is in these 
words : “ Wo think, however, it is-peifectiy 
clear that the coupons which mature on the 
1st day of January of any given year must all 
be paid [my italics] before you are author­ 
ized to pay any that matured on the suc­ 
ceeding or subsequent years.” Let us see 
how this, literally carried out, would oper­ 
ate. On the 1st day of June, T887, there 
was money enough iu the sinking and in­ 
terest fund to pay all outstanding coupons 
of 1870 ar.d 1877,’and of all older coupons 
then outstanding. During the season o’ 
1887-8, say from June, 1887. to June, 1.888, 
most ot the coupons of 1876 and 1877 were 
paid. But Samuel Davis presented $34,­ 
860 of these coupons and demanded of the 
Treasurer that he should pay them with 
what he claimed was the accumulated in­ 
terest thereon. The Treasurer offered him 
the faoe of the coupons, but refused to pay 
the interest claimed. Davis refused to 
accept the interest. There were also a 
little over $5,000 of these 1870 and 1877 
coupons that have never been presented 
and douotless some of them never will be 
presented. 
According to the literal meaning of your 
language, Mr. Gerber could not legally pay 
out a dollar of money on the '78 and '79 
coupons, although he has received, more 
than a $100,000 iu the-sinking and interest 
fund since Mr. Davis presented his coupons 
and was offered the money on them. A nd 
if Mr. Gerhir should hold the office for 
eight or ten years longer until he had accu­ 
mulated a million of dollars in the interest 
and sinking fund, still if Samuel Davis 
would hold out in his refusal to receive his 
$34 866, Gerber could hold on to the million 
of dollars and make his $60,000 or $-80.000 a 
year leaning it out. 
But, you will doubtless say, you did not 
mean what you sai¿. That you only meant 
to say Mr. Gerber before paying out money- 
on the 1878 and ’79 coupons must retain 
money enough to meet tbe $34,866 de­ 
manded by Davis and the $5,000 that have 
never been demanded. 
But Mr. Gerber seems to be acting on the 
strict letter of your opinion with most all 
persons, except the Fund Commissioners. 
And now with the Fund Commissioners 
he has taken a course rather intermediate 
between what you say and what you in­ 
tended to say. According to Mr. Gerber's 
letter to you, the outstanding coupons 
of 1886 7 amounted on the 18th of January 
to a fraction over $10.900, he was holding 
back $83 000 apparently to pay this $40,000. 
Besides what fie has paid to the Fund 
Commissioners, he has only paid, I believe, 
$144 to a widow who held a few '79 cou­ 
pons and $1,204 of tbe 1878 between July, 
1888 and January. 1889. He has paid the 
Fund Commissioners considerable sums of 
the 1878 and 1879 coupons, but ha3 always 
retained in the interest and sinking fund 
from about $55,000 to $90,000 for no legal 
purpose, according to your opinion, except 
to pay this $10.000 of.1870 and. 1877 coupons. 
I wish now to refer to the portion of the 
opinion which treats of the Davis coupons— 
you speak of those persons who demanded 
their coupons and interest, etc. There was 
but one person (Samuel Davis) who de­ 
manded his coupons and interest, and re­ 
fused the money tendered. In referring to 
this part of your opinion J will quote it as 
in the singular and not the plural. You 
say in eflect “he is not sleeping on his 
rights, he is exerting himself lo the utmost, 
not only to get the money admitted to be 
due but also interest on the same." I think 
this is hardly properly expressed. He is 
exerting himself to the utmost to get 
interest on his coupons; but be is not ex­ 
erting himself to get the face of his coupons; 
on the contrary, he refuses to receive that 
when it is offered to him. He keeps the 
coupons in his hands for the apparent pur­ 
pose of trying to force tbe Treasurer to an 
illegal act, that is, to pay him interest. The 
Supreme Court, in the case of Davis vs. 
Porter, decided it would be illegal for the 
Treasurer to pay this interest. 
[See. 66 
Cal., p. 658 ] Then, on what principal ot 
law, in justice, can Davie be aDy better off 
after having preseated his coupons and 
then withdrawn them, for an illegal pur­ 
pose, ¡han it they had never been pre­ 
sented? 
You say “the tender of money and the 
refusal ot the payee to receive the same 
does not extinguish tbe debt. * * * 
but if the tender is keotgood it will stop in­ 
terest on the debt." Three are truisms, but 
they have no application to the facts of 
this case. If Davis bad sued for the $34,866 
in coupons, with interest from the day of 
the demand made, then these maxims 
would have been applicable. Tbe tender 
would not have prevented him from secur­ 
ing a judgment for t-he $34,863 if he was 
otherwise entitled to it; but it would, if 
properly pleaded, have prevented him from 
recovering judgment for either costs or in­ 
terest. But Davis never sued the city for 
this $34 866 in coupons. He sued the city 
for $30,000 damages for failing in its duty 
in respect to levying taxes for the sinking, 
and interest fund, and he retained those' 
coupons in his possession no doubt: 
because he thought with those cou­ 
pons in hand he would make a 
stronger case, and be more certain of re­ 
covering, or else recover heavier damages if 
he held these coupons in his own hands 
than if he delivered them.up and got his 
money. The tender of money to pay oon- 
pons cannot aflect the rights of Davis to 
recover damages. If it be said these damages 
are only another name for Ínteres’, it is the 
same thing. Davis is or is not entitled to 
interest on his coupons. It he is entitled 
to interest then me tender of the principal 
alone is not good, because it was not 
enough. A leader for less than: the amount 
due is aiiultuy, as all lawyers .know. If, 
on tbe «¡her band, the coupons do cot b?ar 
interest, che tender was a vain act-eo far as 
stopping interest goes You cannot stop 
that which never was and never will be iu 
motion.

And the 
city, alter bring forced to borrow .the 
money, is not allowed to tsae it or make 
any profit am of it whatever. -j>hc 
must keep it there for the special accom­ 
modation of Davis and Gerber until it has 
arcumnlated to tits amount of s' 144t,000 or 
$200,900, and utit*.! Mr. Davis has prose­ 
cuted his suit toe final determination in 
the Supreme Court^f the United States, a 
period of about eight or ten years, if this 
is reason, justice, common sense or com­ 
mon liw, then 1 think 1 am certainly los­ 
ing my senses very rapidly. 
1 uiay be told that it would be all right 
for the city to use money thus forced upon 
it, lo stop interest, buy up its debt, or other­ 
wise cioiinish it« burdens, but this money 
is in the hands of its Treasurer, and he is 
not wilting to pay cut this money in any 
way whicii in i,is, pinion or {he opinion of 
his attorneys would endanger either hiiu- 
telf or bis bondsmen. To tbit I have this 
answer to m ake:

H ow Things Appear at N icaragua— 
The Infant Canal and Its 
B rilliant Prospects. 


(Special CorrespowSence of the Reooeu-Cmon ] 
Leoís, Nicaragua, Jan. 23,1888. 
W hile the United States Congress is 
talking amendments and alterations in the 
Nicaragua “Canal bill,so many amendments 
and alterations that its original text, like 
Sambo’s «coat, is lost beneath the patches, 
and while the people of Panama are di­ 
vided between hope and fear—hope that 
the stories are true which come faintly 
wafted over the sea of a new syndicate of 
capitalists who will ujhold the French 
contractor and finish rise isthmian water­ 
way ; and well-founded fears that the sev­ 
eral thousand discharged employes (mostly 
Jamaica negroes), now prowling about As- 
•rinwall and Panama, may “uprise” at any 
'time to rob and murder—let ns see how 
the Nicaragua enterprise looks at this 
moment. 
Strictly speaking, the interoceanic pas­ 
sage across Nicaragua, proposed by Amer­ 
icans, is not a “canal” at all, but a slack- 
water system of grand dimensions, wherein 
lake aud river navigation, both practically 
unassisted, constitute about 77 per cent, of 
the entire passage, the artificial channels 
needed to complete the route aggregating 
only 23 per cent. Though the distance 
between the oceans is at this point nearly 
double that where M. De Lesseps’ great 
ditch has buried so many millions, yet 
across Nicaragua nature has already com­ 
pleted more than half the passage. ' 
To be more explicit, by the route pro­ 
posed across Nicaragua, the distance from 
Graytown on the Atlantic coast to Brito on 
the Pacific is 170 miles, but natural water­ 
ways may be taken advantage of at least 
three-fourths of the way. Beginning at 
Brito, there are 17 miles of land-carriage 
to Virgin Bay, which is the head of 
Lake 
Nicaragua, crossing a narrow 
plain and taking advantage, a portion of 
the way, of the bed of the Rio Grande and 
the channel of the Lajas river where it 
empties into the lake. The lake itself 
affords ninety miles of navigation, being 
from thirty-five to forty-five miles wide, 
and with an average depth of ninety feet; 
while from its eastern end to the Atlantic, 
there are 64 uiiles of river navigation by 
the mighty San Juan. 
The examination of the present survey 
comprise two plans, both being the same 
from the Pacific, across the lake, and into 
the San Juan, to the confluence of that 
river with the San Carlos, where a Jam is 
to be provided. From this point to the 
Atlantic, one plan contemplates following 
the general direction of the San Juanas 
far as the outlet of the Sau Juanillo, and 
thence lv a bee-line to Graytown; the 
other to leave the river at Ochoa (where 
there will be a dam to raise the water to a 
level with the lake, whichever route is 
chosen), and by retaining an uninterrupted 
level across the basin of the San Francisco 
—a small stream which it proposes to flood 
and convert into an artificial lake, by the 
construction of an embankment just before 
it enters into the San Juan— the summit 
level is extended to the eastern slope of 
dividing ridge between the basin of 


i between a swy>rd and a scythe, with which 
| every Central American is provided. 
Wearing little more than boots and som­ 
breros, the workmen slash right and left 
through the dense forests, cutting a path 
and making as ranch n»ise about it as pos­ 
sible. with a view to frightening away the 
snakes and mischievous monkeys. Thus 
surrounded by ebony backs that glisten in 
the sunshine like so many sections of Rus­ 
sia stovepipe, the engineers skirmish 
ahead, with aneroid and pocket compass, 
establishing the direction of the line. As 
soon as the site for a new stake -is selected, 
the few men around the engineers 
cut back, in the direction of the main 
party, a narrow path at first, which is 
speedily widened by clearing away trees, 
vines and branches.’ H ie stake is driven, 
aud the transit man, being now able to see 
the flag, takes a sight. The ehainmen 
follow and more stakes are driven at inter­ 
vals of 100 feet. 
After these, come the levelers, taking 
elevations, depressions and cross-sections. 
< hice more the chief moves on, selects 
another spot, and the bareback mechaleros 
hack away all around him. Thus, day 
after day, the work goes on from dawn till 
dark. Meals arc cooked by camp-fires— 
dinners not to be sneezed at, either, with 
their occasional rare bits of bird and 
morceaux of roast monkey, aud by the even­ 
ing blaze the Americans play chess and 
cards, sing songs and tell stories, while the 
negroes and Nicaraguans do little but 
sleep away the fatigues of the day, enli­ 
vened by an occasional fandango or zap- 
eteria. 
The hydrographic work at Graytown 
lias required no small amount of nerve and 
good ^ judgment, for running lines of 
soundings in a small boat through this 
heavy surf, is both difficult and dangerous. 
However, they have steel canoes, fitted up 
with air-tight compartments, which ride 
the crests of the breakers like so many sea­ 
birds, and not an accident has been re­ 
corded. Good terminal harbors are iudis- 
pensible adjuncts of any canal, and since 
the destruction of the old port at this point, 
every survey has shown constant and rapid 
changes in the river channel. 
In working off the bar, a temporary 
camp was established on the outer beach. 
Here the floods were so heavy during the 
rainy season that often the officers found 
their cots under water and were obliged to 
take refuge in Graytown: yet, strange to 
say, very little sickness has resulted. 
After the work at port Sau Carlos was 
completed, the party were transferred to 
Rrito on the other side of the Isthmus. 
Here everything was as different as the 
Atlantic differs from the Pacific, though 
in this section the two great oceans are 
such near neighbors. A World’s canal is 
not a question to lie decided in a moment. 
This piercing of an isthmus—which will 
probably work a greater change in history 
than De Lessep’s African ditch has accom­ 
plished—is well worth time, lalior and ex­ 
pense.

.San Francisco and the lower San J uan, 
and thence to Graytown, a distance of 17 
miles, the canal follows the valley of the 
little river Deseado, and then to the har­ 
bor, across an intervening flat, alluvial 
plain. This latter route, known as the 
“upper" one, Ls about eleven miles shorter 
than the lower route; but there are doubts 
in the minds of those accustomed to the 
annual floods, as to whetlrer that embank­ 
ment and those dams would stand the wear 
and tear when the rivers are swollen to 
raging torrents by tropical rains. 
Any plan for a canal across Nicaragua 
must take the level of the lake— 110 feet 
above the level of the sea—as the summit 
level. The estimates contemplate a mini 
mum depth of 2S feet, aud iieiween the 
locks the iiottom will have a width of 80 
feet, while at nearly every part of the ex­ 
cavated (lortion of the line the surface 
width ranges from 184 to 2SS feet. 
Approaching from the Atlantic side, 
steamers of ordinary size can now sail 
light mi the river and into the lake at 
high water, landing passengers only twelve 
miles from the Pacific, as the crow Hies. 
The distance from deep water in the Bay 
of Graytown—or Sin Juan del Norte, as 
the natives call it—toSan Marco Bay (the 
eastern end of the lake, where it de­ 
bouches into the Sau Juan), including 
various crooks and turns in the river, is 
about -10 miles; but this will be shortened 
several miles by cutting across some of the 
river bends, making the total length to lie 
excavated at both ends only about 4-5 
miles, in which the whole amountin’ cubic 
yards to lie moved would not lie so much 
as at Culebra alone, in the Panama cut. 
It is proposed to build a breakwater at 
Breto, a jetty at Graytown, two or three 
dams and several locks. Fi ve of the latter, 
for raising and lowering vessels, will have 
lifts varying from 26 to 30 feet; while the 
tidal lock at Breto will have a variable 
lift, from 25 to 34 feet, dependent upon 
the stage of the tide. The greatest lift 
will lie that ou the eastern extremity of 
the summit level—a massive lock carved 
from the solid rock, with a “ lift” of 52 
feet. 
Though two dams are to hold in place 
the far-reaching waters of the summit 
level they are so favorably located that 
expert engineers declare there will be no 
unusual difficulty in their construction. 
That at Ochoa will be made of concrete, 
1,25-5 feet long and 52 feet aliove the pres­ 
ent water-level, with foundations extend­ 
ing 20 feet below. 
The San Francisco 
dam will tie 6,500 feet long, with a max­ 
imum height of 51 feet—being the em­ 
bankment before mentioned. 
Chief Engineer A. G. Menocal says that 
in building this canal there are ño par­ 
ticular engineering difficulties to be sur­ 
mounted. The heaviest part of the work 
will be making that cut, 119 feet deep, 
through nearly three miles of solid rock. 
About 10 miles will have to lie dredged, 
and the remaining $ miles through firm, 
low-lying ground, with only rock digging 
to a depth of 20 feet, 
Luke Nicaragua forms the most superb 
harbor that can lie imagined, and there­ 
fore nothing will lie required at either 
ocean beyond adequate protection at the 
canal entra nee, and sufficient water to reach 
it. The canal will be stile to accommodate 
vessels of t he deepest draught,' and through 
at le»ot 57 per cent, of the excavated route 
vessels can pass one another. Had this 
work l»een tiegun simultaneously with the 
French ditch at AspinwaR. steamers loaded 
with grain wouU^Jong ago have been ply­ 
ing between the north western ports of the 
United States via Nicaragua, as well as be­ 
tween New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
China, Australia and the Orient. 
Though the canal is essentially an 
American enterprise, the Nicaragua of­ 
ficials extend to it their heartestsympathy 
and support. The corps of eagincers now­ 
on the spot are divided into laud survey­ 
ing, boring and hydrographic parties. To 
venture into the depth of a Central Ameri­ 
can wilderness, cut off' from all communi­ 
cation with the civilized world, is no 
child’s play; and so far as possible ¿every 
preparation lias been made for emergencies 
in the shape of fevers, snakc-bite* and the 
most common evils of that section— for 
ijjion the lives of these pioneers the**¡eee«s 
OS ilic enterprise largely depends.

AN EASTERN JOURNAL’S VIEW S OF

THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 
Ig it Doom ed to the short Life of Its 
Predecessors? 
There is a sort of superstition in France 
that no dynasty or form of government in 
that country can endure more than eight­ 
een years. This belief has been held for a 
third of a century or more, and the events 
which have occurred within this period 
have served to intensify and extend it. 
The belief is based on a few important 
facts in the French history of the past 100 
years. These facts are contained in the 
record of the duration of each govern­ 
mental system iu that period, which we 
will here present in a convenient form :

No form of government in France in the 
past 100 years has passed the eighteen- 
vear mark, except one. The Orleanist 
Kingdom, although given here as continu­ 
ing eighteen years, in round figures actu­ 
ally lasted but seventeen years, six and a 
half months, while the second Empire was 
in existence about seventeen years and 
nine months. The only governmental sys­ 
tem which has endured longer than eight­ 
een years is tbe third Republic, which, 
however, has exceeded that span of time 
by less than five months. 
The eighteen-year period has a fatgl 
import in French history. Tire reign of 
Louis NYL was nominally about eighteen 
years, as lie was crowned in 1774 and guil­ 
lotined a few days after the beginning of 
1793, although practically he had been out 
of nower since the (all of the Bastile in 
1789, when the republic virtually came 
into existence. Napoleon!, was dominant 
in French affai-s about eighteen years, be­ 
ginning in 1797, just before the establish­ 
ment of the Consulate, and ending at 
Waterloo in 1815. Louis Philippe, the 
Orleanist, and the' third Napoleon, wiio 
established the second empire, each reigned 
nearly eighteen years. The duration of 
the Bourbon monarchy of Louis X V III. 
and of his successor, Charles X., which 
ended when Louis Philippe w-ent upon the 
throne, lasted within two years of the 
eighteen-vear period. 
The foregoing landmarks in the course 
of French history for the last ten or 
eleven decades will show- the basis on 
which the eighteen-year superstition rests. 
The cycle is again completed and the 
jieriod is fully rounded out. Is France on 
the eve of another revolution ? Has the 
republic reached the limit of its existence? 
Is one more illustration about to be given 
that a dozen and r. half of years of power 
re the maximum which will lie allotted in 
France to dynasty or governmental sys­ 
tem? To these questions the events of 
the next few days will furnish an answer.

I)r. O. J. Lodge, a holder of the theory 
that light is an electrical vibration of the 
ether, h.as been endeavoring to produce 
these waves by direct electric action with­ 
out the intervention of heat. The meaus 
adopted w is the oscillating discharge of 
a Leyden jar, with a rate of vibration as 
high as 1,000,000 per second. The waves 
thus obtained were about three yards long;

To reach the wave-length of light, how­ 
ever, they would require to be shortened 
from 
three yards to 
the hundred- 
thousandth of an inch. 
The electrical 
waves of Dr. Izidge travel through space 
at the same speed as light, and are re­ 
fracted and absorbed by material sub­ 
stances according to the same laws. Hence 
Dr. Lodge concludes that if we can only 
generate electric waves sufficiently small 
we may entirely revolutionize our present 
modes of obtaining artificial light. In

which has been made by Dr. Hertz, 
of \ ienna, to the effect that bine 
light is capable of starting the elec­ 
tric spark wlieu it otherwise would not 
pass between the sparking points. That is 
to say, for example, that if the sparking 
points of an induction coil be drawn just 
too far apart for the spark to leap across 
the intervening air, a ray of violet light 
failing on the gap will start the spark. 
Dr. Oliver Lodge infers from thisdiscovery 
that tbe were blaze of one lightning-flash 
may precipitate other flashes. 
H ie H eight of Adaui and Eve. 
M. Ilenricon, a member of the French 
Academy of Sciences, published a work in 
the year 1718, a larger part of which was 
given up to the past and present conditions 
of the human family. In the coarse of his 
arguments he proves, to his own satisfac­ 
tion. at ¡east, tkat we have gradually de­ 
generated from colossal specimens of flesh 
and sinew to alnivst microscopic specks in 
comparison.

It will lie very strange if the honestly 
directed labors of the Debris Question 
Commission, to which we reierred in our 
issues of November 10th and December 
8th, do not bring about harmony between 
the mining and agricultural interests in 
California. It is an anomaly that an in­ 
dustry—gold mining—that has built up an 
empire within a generation, through its 
output of fifteen hundred millions of dol­ 
lars, and while there is yet remaining iu 
well develojied and known localities more 
gold twice over than has ever been ex­ 
tracted from its mines, should have been 
threatened with extermination, as this has 
for the last live years or more. 
The great gold yield of the world has 
been from placer or gravel mines, and it is 
quite certain that iu recent limes this 
source has produced many limes more than 
quartz mining. If our gold product is to 
depend upon quartz lor a yield to supply 
the wants and necessities of the world, it 
will fall far short. It is a fact that com­ 
paratively few of the quartz mines in Cali­ 
fornia pay a profit, while' with gravel 
mines the great majority have paid. 
It is a very extraordinary fact that ¡11 
California, the richest gold-producing 
country in the world, there is no law upon 
the statute books of the State which recog­ 
nizes mining as a legal industry. This 
applies not only to gold mining, but to all 
other classes or kinds of mining, and the 
result is that mine-owners, or mining asan 
industry,in that State have 110 legal status 
in either the State or United States Courts, 
and so is liable to be enjoined upon almost 
any contingency whereon a claim can be 
based. The United State Courts, and for 
that matter the State Courts aiso, iiave 
held that mining cannot be carried on 
where any debris irom the mine can iu 
any possibility find its way upon any land 
not belonging to the mine-owuer, or where 
it will find its way into any stream or 
water-coures crossing any other person’s 
land, or that can by any possibility getinto 
any navigable river or bay. In fact, the 
line is now so finely drawn that almost 
every mine in the State can be closed, as it 
is not a legal industry. It is scarcely too 
much much to say that under these cir­ 
cumstances every miner is a legal outlaw. 
Hydraulic mining seems to lie specially 
under the ban of the Courts, although all 
mines are subject to the same rule. Yet 
investors are constantly importuned to 
purchase or take moneyed interests in 
mines in that State. The United States 
Government has also done something to 
crush out mining there, for it appropri­ 
ated $40,000, during the Congress of 
1886-87, to prosecute the miners, when it 
well knew that any ruling which would 
close one mine would close all. In a re­ 
cent complaint against a mining company 
it has asked its Court to enjoin the mine- 
owner, uot only from operating his mine, 
but “ from selling, leasing or in any man­ 
ner conveying, transferring or disposing of 
said mines or mining ground, or the water 
supply belonging to said mines, or either 
of them, to any aud every person whatso­ 
ever.” 
The Government sold these very proper­ 
ties to the present owners, at high prices, 
gave the owners land for reservoirs, granted 
the right of way for canals, water-ways 
and roads, and in fact offered every in­ 
ducement, except money, to the miners to 
open and develop mines, and now when 
the owners in the suit above referred to 
have expended lietween four and five- 
million dollars in opening and developing 
their mines, and in impounding and bring­ 
ing water to them, the Government of the 
United States steps in and appropriates 
$40,000 to pay lawyers, not only to close 
the mines, but to enjoin the owners from 
selling the property acquired from the 
Government for mining purposes. 
- 
In view of the present deplorable state 
of affairs in Califoriffa, it is rather sur­ 
prising that any person should venture 
any money in a mine in that State, for it 
seems certain it cannot be done with any 
safety except in isolated instances. 
In view of these facts we must express 
our utmost satisfaction that the Govern­ 
ment has at last, though grudgingly, ap 
propriated $10,000 to ascertain whether or 
not some plan cannot “ be devised where 
by the present conflict between the mining 
and farming sections may be adjusted and 
the mining industry rehabilitated.” Such 
a plan can certainly be drawn up, and we 
hope this will be done without delay. 


LUCKY MRS. BURNETT. 
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A d A uthoress W ho U utherj iu $60,000 
Fer Atinuio. 
Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett is just 
moving into an elegant new house she has 
recently 
purchased ou Massachusetts 
avenue, in Washington, and is fitting it tip 
in the most sumptuous manner, as she can 
well afford to do, says a letter in the Chi 
cago Aws. Mrs. Burnett probably earns 
more mouey than any woman in the world, 
and gets a higher price for her work. Her 
income this year will be from $50,000, to 
$60,000. In the first place, she receives 
a percentage of the receipts from the play 
“Little Lord Fountleroy,” which is now 
being presented by four companies in Eng­ 
land and one in the United States, and 
two more are being organized to travel in 
this country. 
Her weekly revenues from the play iu 
England vary from $800 to $1,200,"and 
from the managers of the Broadway the­ 
ater in New York she gets about $500 a 
week. Fifteen hundred dollars a week is 
not an exaggerated estimate for her re­ 
ceipts from this play alone, while her rev­ 
enues from the sale of the book are large. 
Seventy-five thousand copies of “ Little 
Lord Fauntleroy ” have already been sold, 
and the publishers say they cannot print 
them fast enough to’ supply the demaud. 
An edition of 10,000 copies was placed in 
press December 1st, and all were sold be­ 
fore they left the binder’s hands. From 
this she receives 20 cents a ropy, which 
leaves the aggregate not a small sum. 
Then Mrs. Burnett iias been paid $10,000 
by the McClure syndicate for a serial story 
that is just about half finished, and has 
received a retainer from the New York 
Ledger for another serial, to be delivered 
before July 1st, when she will receive $10,­ 
000 more in full payment. 
Thirty-thousand dollars for stories un­ 
written and $30,000 from her plays during 
the coming year is not ail exaggerated es­ 
timate of Mrs. Burnett’s income. She is 
receiving propositions from publishers 
constantly which she is compelled to re­ 
ject, aud also applications from lecture bu­ 
reaus to take the platform, but she is too 
timid for this sort of work and has no 
taste for it. Last week she received ail 
otter of a $1,000 a week for eight weeks 
from a prominent lecture bureau to read 
extracts from her works. Mrs. Burnett 
has just signed a contract to edit a chil­ 
dren’s department for a syndicate of news 
pajiers for which she is to receive $7,500 a 
year.

TO CURE DiPHrHLKU. 
Turpentine salil to he A lm ost a peclHc 
to the D isease. 
\\ e have on several occasions reierred 
to the use of turpentine in diphtheria. 
Recommended originally in Germaine and 
claimed to be almost a specific, it was 
there, also, that the employment of the 
drug was subjected to the most severe 
criticism. Some recent publications have 
again drawn attention to the alleged value 
of this substance, and most remarkably 
among these is an article which appeared 
in the Tlnrojteutische Monutshejle. The 
author asserts that he has employed 
turpentine iu diphtheria for the last four 
years. In that time he lost only five 
cases out of sixty that came under ’ treat­ 
ment. Two of the fatal cases concerned 
infants, w ho appeared morbund when first 
taken, and died a few hours later. The 
other fatal eases were also unusually se­ 
vere from the start, two dying in thirty- 
six hours, and one surviving five days. 
This is certainly a noteworthy record, as 
diphtheria statistics go. The oil of tur­ 
pentine was administered in drahrn doses 
three times a day. Sweet spirits of niter 
was used as a corrective, in the propor­ 
tion of oue part of the spirits to fifteen 
of turpentine. Symptoms of intoxication 
were never observed by the author. 
In addition to the turpentine, a 2 per cent, 
solution of sodium salvcilate was given 
every two hours iu tablespoon doses. *A 
gargle of chlorate of potash solution was 
likewise employed whenever possible. Un­ 
der this plau of treatment rapid ameliora­ 
tion of local signs and constitutional symp­ 
toms was observed. Usually improvement 
began at once, and it was rarely necessary 
to push the drug bevend five or eight doses. 
It should be remarked in this connection, 
however, that a very generous and stimu­ 
lating fluid diet (strong broth, port wine, 
milk) formed a feature of Dr. Roese's 
plau of treatment. Those who are inclined 
to lie skeptical iu regard to the utility of 
medicines in the severer forms of diph­ 
theria (and the profession contains many 
such) will scarcely accept the author’s 
figures without a challenge. On the other 
hand, for the very reason that violent 
diphtheria ordinarily justifies so gloomy a 
prognosis, we are ever ready toemplovany 
means which may possibly reduce its fright­ 
ful mortality. There is r.o reason, there­ 
fore, why the turpentine treatment of this 
disease should not be given a fair trial.— 
Medical lbrord. 
The W eakening of th e M oral Idea. 
Herbert Spencer’s ultimate test of right 
and wrong is “ agreeable feeling.” For 
him, virtues are founded upon expediency; 
uot indeed ujxin a direct calculation "of 
what is expedient, but upon the registra­ 
tion of it in the human organism. Rut if 
morality is not a formal law, absolute as 
are the laws of mathematics, transcending 
all persons and all Conditions, and sover­ 
eignly obligatory upon all, without regard 
to its consequences and without reference 
to any personal end—if, I say, it is n ’t all 
this, it is nothing. And as Í look around 
the world 1 find only two abundant evi­ 
dence how fast it is becoming nothing iu 
some of the most important provinces of 
man’s activity, through the debased i u- 
ception of it which the uew philosophy 
has diffused. The philosophy of relativity 
empt.es truth of its odd meaning. And 
in every department of human activity I 
note the invalidation of the moral idea as 
the philosophy wins it' wav into popular 
acceptation. Everywhere I discern tokens 
of the lowering of the ethical standard. I 
find them in art. I find them in journal­ 
ism. I rind them in politics. 1 fiad them 
in the view commonly taken of that penal 
law which is, in a trug sense, the bond of 
all civil society. I propose to consider 
these several subjects in future numbers of 
this review.— IU. .S'. Lilly, in the Forum. 
The Theory of Irish Colonists. 
The third expedition was undertaken in 
1011 by Freydissa.a daughter of Eric Red, 
in company with 200 Icelandic traders; but 
as no further exploration of this country 
was entered upon, no new facts were ob­ 
tained. 
The theory of the population of America 
by Irish colonists has been founded ou the 
mention of a saga writer, who observes 
that Wineland must have been “Flvittra- 
mannaland,” or the Great Ireland. It is 
not probable that a similarily in the sound 
of the language of the jieople caused the 
name of a smaller body of land in the 
Eastern Hemisphere to be given to a part 
of the country by its first discoverers. Be 
this as it may, it is certain that the theory 
has never been authenticated. 
Thus we became acquainted with the 
Irelandic history of certain portions of the 
Western Hemisphere, as given by tiie sagas 
of the Icelanders. 
The discovery by 
Christopher Columbus'o f West indies 
in 1492 was perhaps the result of a trip 
made by him to Iceland in 1477, at which 
time the discovery of unknown lands to 
the southwest of Greenland and Iceland 
was made known to him by the sagas of 
the people of Iceland.— General V. II 
Darling in Home Journal. 
Im portant E xperim ents W ith ia lt. 
N. N. Beketov, of Charkov, has recently 
communicated to one of the scientific soci­ 
eties of St, Petersburg the results of his 
experiments on the electrolysis of common 
salt. Engineering says: All the sodium 
products are at present Tilhained by the 
Leblanc or ammonium process, and several 
manufacturers have, it appears, applied to 
Mr. Beketov for an opinion as to the com­ 
parative advantages of these processes. 
Being of the opinion that neither the Le­ 
blanc nor the ammonia process was as per­ 
fect as it ought to be, Mr. Beketov deter­ 
mined to try electrolysis, though lie had 
already experimented unsuccessfully in 
this direction some years before. This last 
set of experiments have, it is stated, been 
more promising, though they have not yet 
been tried on a commercial scale. The 
inventor sends a current through a 
mass of fused salt, the temperature of 
which is about 500 deg. C. In this 
condition it is a fair conductor, and is 
rapidly decomposed by the current. W ith 
an electromotive force of five volts and a 
current of one ampere, thirty-six pounds 
of salt can be completely decomposed in 
twenty-four hours. From this the author 
argues that considerable economy eau be 
effected by the adoption of the new process.

business either way.”

There is given, in London Engineering, 
an abstract of an interesting communica­ 
tion which (.’. A. Parsons recently made to 
to the Royal Society relative to a number 
of experim ents which he had made on 
carbon at high tem peratures and under 
great pressnres in contact with other sub­ 
stances. 
It would appear that he has suc­ 
ceeded in producing diamond-dust artifi­ 
cially. 
The arrangem ent of the exjieri- 
rnent was as follows: 
A massive cylindri­ 
cal steel mold of about three inches in 
internal diam eter and six inches high was 
placed under a hydraulic press, the bot­ 
tom of the mold being closed by a spigot 
and asliestos rubber packing sim ilar to the 
gas-check in guns; the top was closed by a 
plunger sim ilarly packed; this packing 
was perfectly tight at all pressures. In the 
spigot was a vertically liored hole, into 
which the bottom end of the carbon-rod 
to be treated fitted ; the top end of the 
carbon-rod was connected electrically to 
the mold by a copjier cap, which also 
heljied to support the carbon-rod in a cen­ 
tral position. 
The block and spigot were 
insulated electrically from the mold by 
asbestos and the leading wires from the 
dynamo being connected to the block and 
mold respectively, the current passed along 
the carbon-rod in the interior of the mold. 
T he free space in the mold was filled in 
turn with different hydro-carbons and with 
other materials. 
Among the liquids acted 
on were benzine, paraffine, treacle, chloride 
and bi-sulphide of carbon, and the solids 
included silica, alumina, carbonate, and 
oxide of magnesia and alumina. 
The 
pressure employed ranged from five to 
th irty tons per square inch. 
In the ex­ 
perim ent with silica the density of the 
'carbon was increased 30 per cent., and in 
no other ease. 
T he most interesting set of 
experim ents was when the mold around 
the rod was filled w ith a layer of slacked 
lime about a quarter of an inch thick sur­ 
mounted by two inches of silver sand, 
followed by a layer of lime of the same 
thickness, and finally by a layer of coke 
dust. 
The pressures used to range from 
five to thirty tons and current from 200 to 
300 amperes, the carlions being in different 
experiments from one-quarter inch to five- 
sixteenths of an inch in diam eter. 
U nder 
these conditions there was obtained on the 
surface of the carbon-rod a powder of a 
gray color, harder than emery, and capable 
of scratching the diamond. 
T he powder 
is, therefore, very probably the diamond 
itself.

THE ELECTIVE SYSTEM. 


H ow th e F resid en t o f th® U n ited S tates 
is C h o sen . 
The people in each State clsocee a num­ 
ber of men called Electors. 
Of these there 
are as many as the State sends Senators 
and Representatives toCongreea. 
Xo Sen­ 
ator, or R epresentative, or person holding 
any office of trust or profit under the 
U nited States, can be an elector. 
A law 
requires Electors to be chosen in all the 
States on the Tuesday next after the first 
Monday in November. 
The Electors meet 
in their respective States, usually in the 
capital, and vote by ballot for iS-esident. 
T his ballot is cast in all the States on the 
second Monday in January. 
The Elect­ 
ors make three lists, each containing the 
names of the persons voted for. and the 
num ber of votes for each, signed by all the 
Electors and sealed. 
They appoint a per­ 
son to carry one list to the President of 
the Senate; another list is sent by mail to 
the same officer; and the third is delivered 
to the Judge of the U nited States Court 
for the district in which the 
Electors 
meet. 
If any State fails to send a list of votes 
by the last Monday in January, a mes­ 
senger is sent tor the one in the hands of 
the District Judge. 
The two houses of Congress meet as one 
body on the second Wednesday in Febru­ 
ary, and the President of the Senate opens 
the certified lists. 
T he votes are counted 
by tellers, and the person having a major­ 
ity of the whole num ber of electors is de­ 
clared elected. 
If no jierson has such 
majority, then the Representatives proceed 
at once to choose a President. 
W hen this 
duty devolves upon the House tw o-thirds 
of the States must be represented. 
The 
voting is by ballot and by States, each 
State having one vote, and a m ajority of 
the States is required for election. 
The 
House must choose one of three per­ 
sons having the greatest num ber of elect­ 
oral votes. 
T he balloting of the House 
may continue until the 4th of M arch fol­ 
lowing ; il’ then no choice is made the 
V ice-President assumes the duty of. Presi­ 
dent. 
The Vice-President is chosen in a sim­ 
ilar way, at the same time, and the lists 
are sent with the lists for P resident; if no 
person lias the required majority, the Sen­ 
ate proceeds at once to choose a Vice­ 
President from the two persons having the 
highest number of votes.—P. P. F., in 
Tin Fountain.

4 BILL TO PASS. 


A bill is before the Legislature to pro­ 
hib it the publication or advertising in 
newspapers, or otherwise, of lottery draw­ 
ings. 
It is very gratifying to the R kcord- 


l. n i o n th at such a step has at last been 
taken, as it has urged three legislatures 
to such action and has pointed out the 
shameless violation of the present law by 
newspapers of this State. 
Senator Mc­ 
Gowan is to be commended for his courage 
in ussailing au evil th at G rand Juries and 
prosecutiug officers, for fear of the press, 
have not dared to assault. 
T his righteous 
bill should be made a test of the inde­ 
pendence of legislators in the face of a 
shameful violation of law by the most of 
the press of the cities of the State. 
These are the facts; the law prohibits 
the publication of lottery advertisements 
of any character whatever. 
No one has 
ever raised a question of doubt as to the 
wisdom of th at law. 
Not three votes in 
any Legislature of California since the ad­ 
mission of the State into the Union could 
have been secured for its repeal. 
The 
spirit of the law was incorporated into the 
new Constitution, and it lias the approval 
of the people to the extent of ninety-nine 
out of every hundred. 
In fact, there is no 
other criminal statute outside of those re­ 
ferring to capital offenses upon which the 
public sentim ent 
is better crystallized 
affirmatively. 
But a few years ago some 
shrewd newspaper man suggested that ad­ 
vertising the drawing, the result of a lot­ 
tery, is not advertising the lottery itself, 
and on th at proposition he ventured to 
disobey the lawggud defy the law officers. 
T hey fearing the “ power of the press,” 
closed th eir eyes to the practice which fol­ 
lowed the suggestion, and for six years 
past prom inent journals of the State have 
been doiug the very best work for foreign 
lotteries, in the way of advertising, possi­ 
ble to lie accomplished. 
Columns upon 
columns of rejiorts of drawing are now 
published with im punity, though they are 
advertisem ents of lotteries of the most de­ 
moralizing character, and no G rand Jury 
or prosecutiug officer has drummed up 
courage enough to interpose. 
Lottery ticket peddlers and dealers are 
arrested, fined and imprisoned every few 
days in San Francisco, bnt the agencies 
which advertise their business most thor­ 
oughly go scot free. 
T he same papers 
th a t unblusbingiv advertise the drawings, 
with alluring oolums of figures and dollar- 
marks, in the same issues frown, with an 
assumption ot virtue, upon the lottery 
policy dealers, and solemnly record their 
conviction aud approve of their punish­ 
ment. 
A more monstrous instance of 
beam and mote was never known than 
this practice of 
the 
California press. 
Common decency ought to make it gentle 
towards it. partners in the husiness of 
violating the lottery law, for if the press 
wields the great power it claims to exer 
cise— if it is such a potential agency for 
good or ill, its offense iu this m atter com ­ 
pletely overshadows by its m agnitude that 
of the small-fry policy and lottery ticket 
dealers. 
Another method of violating the laws ai d 
th e Constitution, and of aiding the sw indl­ 
ing lotteries (bat cart so much money on' 
of the State m onthly, and so demoralize 
tfie people th at are entrapped by the g lit­ 
tering hope of gain, is to publish, attract­ 
ively, as reading m atter, stories of “lucky” 
drawings. 
Every one of these are paid for 
and aie nothing less than the highe.t- 
priced lottery advertisements. 
In nearly 
all cnsc» I hose “yarns” are traps: they are 
seldom 'elation*, of truth, and are rnninlv 
“ put-up” cases, made to do “capping” for 
th e lottery games. 
Newspapers of San Francisco th at are 
to-day scourging the legislators of 
the 
State, aud roundly berating them for deeds 
of commission and sins of omission, will 
now have an opportunity to overhaul their 
own records and answei to this same body 
of law-makers, w hether they have been 
blameless in this m atter of the lottery 
laws; for there is not a lawyer in the State 
who will im peril hi» reputation for ability 
by holding for an instant th at the regular 
publication ol lottery drawings, as has 
been the custom, and the printing for coin 
of stories of prizes won is not advertising a 
lottery w ithin the m eauingof the law. 
As 
it stands, Mr. McGowan’s bill, which the 
Legislature will pass, which it cannot af­ 
ford to 
neglect, and omission to enact 
which will indeed be an offense to the 
public sense, will, however, by its affirma­ 
tive declaration, shut the door effectually, 
.so far as California press advertising is 
concerned, in the face of the thieving 1 ot- 
tery concerns of the East, for it will put at 
rest the miserable quibble that advertising 
th e drawing is not advertising a lottery 
scheme. —

T h e statem ents by ex-Consul-General 
Ssewall of Samoa, published 
yesterday 
morning, agree, in their recitals of recent 
history concerning the Samoan difficulty, 
w ith the poeition taken and facts stated in 
these columns for many months. 
It is 
rem arkable that, w ith the exception of 
th e San Francisco -4/to, no others of 
the 
California 
press 
were 
alive 
to 
th e condition of affairs in Samoa until 
very recently. 
Indeed, in the earlier his­ 
tory of the trouble the San Francisco 
press, w ith the exception stated, were 
either given to ridiculing the warnings of 
ex-Con.su! Grcenebaum and 
castigating 
him for his l>old stand against the aggres­ 
sions of the G ermans in Samoa, or else re­ 
m ained indifferent to the inqiortance to 
the coast of preserving the indejiendence 
of the isluud kingdom. 
General Sewali’s charges against the 
State D epartm ent of faith not kept with 
M alietoa, of solemn promises broken aud 
pledges violated and of acquiescence in 
G erm an iuvasiou of Samoau and American 
rights, arc hum iliating and certainly put 
th a t departm ent in an attitude th at the 
refusal of Mr. Bayard to reply makes 


m o st exasperating. 
G eneral Sewall must 
have spoken as lie did with full knowledge 
o f the ability of the State D epartm ent to 


c o n tro v e tt his statem ents if they are net 


a c c u ra te . 
T he assumption of their entire 
verity uiUot thciefore prevail. 
If, then, 
ener.ii S-v.ali 
r.g h t in his declara­ 


tions, th e Government of the L'nited 
States has behaved towards the weSk bnt 
friendly nation in a shameful manner, and 
has set at naught the claims of gratitude 
and the obligations of solemn compacts, 
th at nation must be righted and our error 
frankly confessed. 
It is now blazoned 
abroad by news agencies as something de­ 
cidedly new that our Government was 
passive while one of the treaty jiowers 
seized upon and deported the Executive of 
the Samoan Kingdom with five of his 
Chiefs, and put a pretender upon the 
throne to serve German purposes. 
Yet, as 
stated already, these facts were known two 
years ago, and this journal has repeatedly 
published them, eliciting only the reply 
th at the m atter was of no consequence and 
the A dm inistration was acting strictly 
w ithin the lines of its contract, and under 
obligations to which national honor was 
pledged. 
In this connection the pathetic letter 
of K ing M alietoa, which he addressed to 
our Consul when the German Admiral 
commanded the King to deliver him self a 
prisoner upon the flagship lor deportation» 
deserves reproduction. 
It is a stinging re­ 
buke of which our people should have full 
know ledge: 
1, M alietoa, Xing of Samoa, w rite this letter 
to you. na I aru now in great distress. 
When 
the Chief Tam asese and others first com m enced 
the present troubles, it was my wish to punish 
them and put an end to the rebellion th at they 
had raised. Acting, however, on the advice 
aud under the assurances o f the then B ritish 
aud Am erican Consuls, I refrained from doing 
so 
I was repeatedly told by the representatives 
of the British and Am erican U ovem m enis that 
they would aflord m e and my G overnm ent as­ 
sistance and protection if I abstained from do­ 
ing anything th a t m ight cause w ar amongst the 
Sam oan people, Kelylng upon these prom ses, 
I did not put down the rebellion. Now 1 find 
th at w ar has been m ade upon m e by the Em ­ 
peror ot Germ any, and Tamasese has been pro­ 
claim ed King ot Samoa. The Germ an forces 
and the adherents ot Tamasese threaten to 
m ake w ar on all Sam oans who do not acknow l­ 
edge Tam asese as King. I am innocent of any 
wrougftil act. and I hereby protest against the 
action of Gei m any : but as the G erm an nation 
is strong and I am weak, I yield to th eir Dower 
to prevent my people being slaughtered. Í shall 
deliver m yseif up to the Germ an forces to-mor­ 
row to prevent bloodshed and out ot love to my 
country. I desire to rem ind you of the prom ­ 
ises repeatedly m ade by your Governm ent, and 
trust th at you w ill so far redeem them as to 
cause the lives and liberties of my chiefs aud 
people to be respected. I wish to inform you 
th at I fear the Germ ans w ill com pel m en—as 
they are now forcing m y people—to sign papers 
acknow ledging Tam asese as King, and if I sign 
such papéis it will be uuder compulsion, and to 
avoid w ar being m ade on my ]K>ople. 
M a l ie t o a , K ing of Samoa. 
The distinct charge is made by Mr. 
Sewall th a t the State D epartm ent of our 
Government has been acting precisely as 
Bismarck wished it to do for the promo­ 
tion of G erm an schemes, and that the in­ 
structions sent to him (Consul Sewall) to 
restrain M alietoa and advise him not to 
do battle w ith the rebel Tamasese because 
the American G overnm ent would prove 
true to its pledge to preserve Samoan in­ 
dependence, were in fact sent to the Consul 
at the instance of the G erm an and Eng­ 
lish Governments. 
The former power 
was continuous and persistent in its asser­ 
tions and replies that it did not care who 
was K ing of Samoa, but, while thus pla­ 
cating Mr. Bayard, it continued, with full 
knowledge of the U nited States Govern­ 
ment, to-aid Tamasese, to furnish him with 
m unitions of war and to annoy and perse­ 
cute the adherents of the deported King, 
now represented in the field of war by his 
nephew, M ataafa. 
These are grave alle­ 
gations, and their preferment cannot be 
put aside. 
The American people will in­ 
sist upon the D epartm ent of State reply­ 
ing to them in detail and the vindication 
of national honor by proof th at they are 
u n tru e ; or, if that cannot lie done, by 
compelling Germany to restore the status 
that existed before the seizure of the per­ 
son of the K ing and the declaration of 
war. 
Secretary Bayard lias consented to the 
renewal of the Samoan conference, but 
agrees th at the conference may be held in 
Berlin. 
This is simply playing into G er­ 
man hands. 
Witnesses that Samoa and 
the U nited States may wish to bring be­ 
fore the Commissioners cannot lie taken to 
Berlin. 
In the atmosphere of tin- Ger­ 
man capital the conference cannot > cape 
the social influence of the surroundings 
nor wholly resist the pressure that will be 
brought to bear upon it. 
If tliis conces­ 
sion, therefore," is not a complete knuck­ 
ling down to G erm any 
by 
the U nited 
States, it 
looks 
very much 
like it. 
The conference can better be held in a 
country nut related to the question, or 
upon the ground, in the city of Apia, than 
in Berlin or in W ashington, and with the 
■ ¡vantage of giving both native parties to 
the Samoan difficulty a hearing, if it 
should be held advisable to consider their 
testimony as to who shall lie finally recog­ 
nized as the rightful ruler of the islands. 
The people of the U nited States look for­ 
ward to a change in the headship of the 
Stale D epartm ent with an interest and ex­ 
pectation of more than nsual significance, 
and indicative of their judgment as to 
what should be our policy in the Samoan 
affair.

T he Sail Francisco Alto objects to the 
stub ballot-liook system on account of the 
numbering 
regulation—the

It shows 
lievond possibility of successful denial th at 
by th at system the election officers will, by 
consulting the poll list, have an infallible 
index for ascertaining, in detail, how every 
elector voted. 
We are gratified that our 
contemporary has at last discovered this 
vital error in the new bill. 
The H ix’ORD- 
U n io n ]«iinted it out three or more weeks 
ago and has repeatedly emphasized the 
dangerous character of the proposition, by 
exjiosing the ease with which the voter 
can be enslaved under it. 
The Aha also points out th at the pro­ 
posed law docs not make an effort to cor­ 
rect the evils of the present in the election 
of Flection Boards. 
T his failure, also, the 


H e c o r d -U n io n pointed out the moment 
the bill was made public. 
But our San 
Francisco contemjairy is in error when it 
say s: 
The proposed law cannot guard against the 
appointm ent, as ballot clerks and inspectors, of 
m en of lhc sam e class as those who have In the 
past brought the ballot into contem pt. If. as it 
is claim ed, dishonest election officers have in 
the past been hired to stuff ballot-boxes, and 
fraudulently m iscount the ballots deposited 
therein, the sam e or sim ilar m en appointed 
under the sam e or sim ilar influences, m ay, w ith 
as m uch ease, be hired or inlluei ced to do other 
wrongful ucts In violation of the proposed law. 


The ¡aw can be framed so as to require 
the appointments to be made by the Su­ 
perior Court after notice, and full oppor­ 
tunity to challenge those drawn from 
among whom the officers arc to lie selected, 
and throw the guards of th e jury system 
and the Courts about the selection. Beyond 
this, jierhaps, we cannot go; if then dis­ 
honest men arc still chosen, we must suf­ 
fer, since trust must be reposed somewhere. 
The Allti thinks th at so long as the pos­ 
sibility of corruptible ballot clerks re­ 
mained : 
“ Ih ere would be very little difficulty iu some 
interested person procuring at least one print» d 
blank ballot, w ith the necessary aulhentifica- 
lion of the indorsem ent ot 'lie nam es or initials 
of the ballot clerks, as required bv the proposed 
¡aw 
One such blank bal.ot in iln-hand» of a 
trafficker in tlie franchise, outside ot a polling- 
place. renders tn c purchase of every salable 
vo:e in a precinct easy. 
The b la rk ballot 
m arked in advance by the purchaser ol a vote, 
can b handed to the voter, and the pavm eut of 


ing once entered a polling booth, is to be al­ 
lowed to leave w ithout depositing his ballot or 
delivering it u:> to be cancelled, it will be seen 
th a t the bringing out of a blank ballot w ill be 
conclusive evidence to the purchaser th at the 
corrupted voter has earned his pay by deposit­ 
ing the prepared ballot. 
The blank ballot 
thus brought out m ay be sim ilarly prepared, 
and by repeating this process, droves i f pur­ 
chasable m en m ay be voted like sheep.” 
B ut if the suggestion made in these 
columns touching th at danger is adopted, 
the evil will be prevented. 
In the Young 
Men’s Democratic League bill there is 
also suggested a m ethod of avoiding the 
danger. 
W e proposed th at the ballots 
should be neither numbered nor indorsed, 
but that if they are printed or engraved 
w ith a vignette or device across both bal­ 
lot and stub, and these arc prepared by 
the Secretary of State or a board of offi­ 
cials, the ballot cannot be easily counter­ 
feited, especially if the device is changed 
for every election. 
If the ballot is pro­ 
cured from the Election Board, and one 
returned to it before the voter leaves the 
booth, the officers can detect a counter­ 
feited ticket. 
B ut the League bill suggests 
a stub number also, and one likewise upon 
the end of the ballot. 
W hen the voter 
returns the ballot, if the end num ber is 
found to correspond with the stub, the 
ballot number is detached, and the ballot 
then cast. 
But th at bill requires the dis­ 
severed numbers to be retained and sealed 
up— it would he better to have them 
at once destroyed. 
T he extended de­ 
bate upon this question must develop 
some means for avoiding the confessed 
violation of the secresy of the ballot, 
which is not now sufficiently guarded, but 
is better so than in any other State of the 
Union.

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IS HOUSEKEEPING A FAILURE I 


In the 1Vortli American Review for the 
m onth, Shirley Dare, Rose Terry Cooke 
Marion H arland, C atherine Owen and 
M aria Parlaa write upon the question, 
“Is Housekeeping a F a ilu re ? ” 
Shirley 
Dare answers “yes, and n o ;” th at is, if ex­ 
aggerated expense is to cramp comfort, 
“a y e ; ” if economy is made to conserve 
happiness, anil content govern expenditure 
w ithin income, “ no.” 
In short, she holds 
th at one wants a home to make life worth 
living. 
Rose Terry Cooke does not hesitate to 
pronounce boarding a failure in whatever 
light viewed. 
For health, it is not ben­ 
eficial, since food cooked for many will 
not accommodate varying needs. 
In the 
boarding-house dress for women is more 
expensive and trying ; the neat attire in 
which a matron will 
preside over the 
family table would not he tolerated by the 
sex when twelve or fifteen people are to be 
m et at meal time. 
Boarding gives more 
leisure to women, but it is rarely so well 
used as when engagements at home em­ 
ploy her time. 
The cares of a home are 
legitim ate duties and high privileges for 
a m arried woman. 
Finally, home life is 
the only correct life for children. 
Marion H arand holds that w hile A m er­ 
ican home life draws more heavily on the 
mental, moral and nervous forces of women 
than do any other duties, and w hile the 
modern home is a complete machine, with 
“ hired help” a steadily weakening reed, 
yet home is not be found even in the least 
objectionable of boarding-houses. 
Taking 
into account the time, the increased cojt 
ol dress, the tem ptations of a public life, 
the drift into extravagance, the insepara­ 
ble stiffness and affectation of the board­ 
ing-house, the most exacting and laborious 
duties of horneare preferable. 
It is from 
the vast body of mediume apprentices, who 
never will become adepts in “the noble 
art of home-making, th at the cry goes up 
against “housekeeping.” 
C atherine Owen says housekeeping is 
never a failure, so far as her observation 
goes. 
Y et she admits th at to the entirely 
incapable girl-wife, married out of school, 
¡Harding may offer a refuge from worse 
discomfort. 
So, also, to the people of 
small income, w ho shun living in cheap 
neighborhoods, th at must be their choice 
if they “keep house,” boarding is an ad­ 
vantage. 
M aria Parloa answers “no, em­ 
phatically no,” and gives her reasons much 
th e same as do the others. 
These women answer well, hut Catherine 
Owen fails to show reason for her exceptions. 
If the girl-wife is incapable as a home­ 
maker, the boarding-house will not qualify 
her, but home exjierience will. 
If lim ited 
incomes and pride as to the home location^ 
do not consort well, then pride should 
have a fall and domestic comfort rise 
superior to it. 
There is a consideration 
relating to men likewise th at none of these 
essayists touch upon. 
Men as a rule are 
averse to boarding, and will put up w ith a 
poor table and apprentice efforts in house­ 
keeping in preference to tyranny of lioard- 
ing, which deposes the head of the house 
from his true position—the head of the 
table. 
If women cannot escape the ills of 
th e boarding-house, the chief of which is 
non-domesticity, much less can men. They 
are, iu fact, more susceptible to the unrest­ 
ful influences of the public table and pub­ 
lic |)arlor. 
It is necessary to the man th at 
he shall be able to go into his home as a 
safe haven from the world, between which 
and 
his 
family 
he 
is 
the , shield. 
If lovely traits 
are 
not 
fostered in 
women and children by the boarding­ 
house, neither does it make the husband 
and father amiable, or give them the 
abiding interest in his family th at is in­ 
separable from the home, however lowlv. 
W hen the hours of sickness and woe come 
on, the barriers to prying curiosity cannot 
l>e (nit up, or the loving and restful silence 
of home secured elsewhere than in the 
home. 
Its walls have no ears; the walls 
of the boarding-house are “ all ears.” 
Better poor homes than none, and un­ 
economic results in a home, than saving 
and the hardening influences of life among 
strangers to the home. 
The drift of the American is to hotel 
and boarding-house life, and if does not 
indicate social improvement or augmented 
domesticity. 
It does not contribute to the 
strength of the nation, which lies in its 
homes. 
Shear it of these by cultivating 
fully the belief th at home-making is a 
“ task,” a burden, an infliction, and the 
boarding-house and hotel, reliefs, escapes 
from duty and resjionsibility, aud deplor­ 
able retrogression of society must set in. 


M r s . H a r r i s o n , wife of the President­ 
elect, is a sensible woman. 
She has made 
the protection theory practical by declar­ 
ing her intention to patronize home dress­ 
makers instead of sending her money to 
modistes in foreigu countries. 
Mrs. H arri­ 
son goes so far as to say th at American 
“ artists” in dress designing and m aking 
have so much advanced in the last few 
years, that 
th eir 
productions, in her 
opinion, are quite as tasteful and gen­ 
erally as good as those of the Parisians. 
A t any rate they are good enough in her 
opinion for the President’s wife, and what 
is good enough for her ought to satisfy any 
American woman.

Mrs. H arper persisted in her 
questioning, and the little girl finally said 
her “right papa’s” nam e was Jo h n 'R e d ­ 
mond. 
Mrs. Harper, who bad been a 
neighbor of the Redmond family, then dis­ 
covered what had attracted her.’ Mrs. Red­ 
mond was sum moned and the little girl 
taken home. 
The sad story is recalled of how her 
father, after vainly prosecuting the search 
for m onths became demented as a result of 
the strain on his mind, and a fgw weeks 
ago was sent to an asylum. 
W hen tbe lit­ 
tle girl was di-covered to-day a friend was 
dispatched to the asylum to bring the father 
home, in the hope that the sight of his 
child would restore his mind, it being 
weak only on that snbject. 
Redmond 
arrived this evening, and the judgm ent of 
the physicians was not at fault. 
W hen he 
discovered his child he was overcome with 
joy, lifting her in his arm s and kissing her 
a hundred times, and 


H IS SANITY WAS RESTORED. 
The little girl was taken to the H om e for 
the Friendless last m onth by an officer of 
the H um ane Society. She liad been with 
a family named Guriev, living on Seventy- 
first street. passing for’their child. Gurley 
had Rightfully maltreated her. compelling 
her to do nard work abont the bouse 
and beating her nearly every day. The 
H um ane Society officer was sum moned by 
a neighbor, who had discovered the child* 
tied down in the cellar after having been 
beaten. Gurley was arrested, but on the 
plea that his wife was near confinement, 
and that his presence at home was abso­ 
lutely necessary, the heavy fine against 
hint was suspended. The little girl, how­ 
ever, was taken away from them and 
placed in the Home. 
There seems to be no doubt that she'w as 
abducted by the Gurleys, though why is 
not known. 
They have disappeared from 
tbe locality in which they lived, but a 
vigorous search will be made for them . 
W hy the little child never disclosed her 
identity until questioned by Mrs. H arper, 
is another of the mysteries connected with 
this singular case.

T he follow ing was received from J . R. 
B row n, A ssistant D istrict A ttorney: 
To the Honorable, the Board of Supérrisors of Hac­ 
ínenlo County—G e n t l e m e n : The tollowiDg ques­ 
tion huving been referred to me. to w it: " Has 
the Board of Supervisors of Sacram ento county 
the right to transfer monev from one fund to 
another T ’ 
In answ er thereto I w ill say, th a t raid Board 
has such power. 1 base my opinion upon Sub­ 
division 20 of Section 2» of the County Govern­ 
m ent Act so called, approved M arch 14, A. D. 
1883, w hich reads in effect as follows: 
“ The Boards of Supervisors in their respective 
counties have jurisdiction and power, under 
such lim itations and restrictions as are pre­ 
scribed by law, to establish a salary fund and 
also such other county funds as they may 
deem u- cessary for the transaction of the busi­ 
ness of the county and to transfer m oneys from 
one fund to another, as the public intere. t m av 
require.” 
The Legislature, by an Act approved March 
17,1887, am ended said Section 25 of said Oounty 
Governm eut Act, but such am endm ent does not 
affect subdivision 20 thereof; and said Act of 
1883, in so far as it relates to the subject under 
discussion, is in full force and effect, and clear y 
and explicitly gives the Board of Supervisors 
the right to trai sfer money from one fund into 
another, w hen, in th eir judgm ent, the public 
interest would be best subserved by so doing. 
Except hat the Board cannot, under anv cir­ 
cum stances, transfer m oneys from the “ Bond 
F und,” which can only be used forthe paym ent 
of bonds and interest coupons, and for no o 'h er 
purpose. 
Prior to the adoption of the said County Gov­ 
ernm ent Act, th a t is to say, on April 23,1830. the 
Legislature enacted iu c-flect th at the Boards oi 
Supervisors in every county in the State, w hen 
they deem ed it expedient or for the best inter­ 
ests ol the county, were authorized and ero lo w ­ 
ered to transfer moneys rem ainingin the sw am p­ 
land luud, and sinking fund of the county into 
the general county fund, w hich said tran sfero r 
transfers were deem ed to be a loan, subject to 
repaym ent, but, in my judgm ent, said last- 
nam ed Act has been entirely superceded by said 
County G overnm ent

E ds. R ecord-U n io n : 
In your issue of 
to-day appeared a com m unication, from 
th e ten o r of w hich, we are led to believe, 
originated in San M ateo or som e o th er 
m ountain county, w here som e m em ber of 
th e L egislature probably bas a hog ranch 
in the foothills, w hile he resides in th e 
valley, and who seem s anxious to have a 
law pass w hereby th e State will pay for th e 
services of a couple o f herdsm en for his 
stock. 
T his could easily be accom plished, 
should the coyote bill becom e a law . F o r in ­ 
stance, tb eS tate is com pelled to p ay a bounty 
of $10 for the scalp o f a coyote. 
It w ould 
only require the scalps of six coyotes to pay 
the salary of tw o herdsm en for one m o nth, 
and th e hogs w ould be cared for at th e 
sam e tim e. 
W ould it be right for th e State 
to pay in th is m an n er for o u r hog and 
sheep herders? 
T he bill also provides for a bounty for 
th e k illin g of coons. 
H ere is an o th er o p ­ 
p o rtu n ity tor th e poor [?] hog-raiser of the 
foothills. 
W ith a couple of good coon 
dogs tb e herders can m ake a snug sum for 
their em ployer at th e expense of the State. 
T h e bill also includes wolves, an d th is 
gives an o th er o p p o rtu n ity to drag the satfk 
o f the State. 
T he Board of Supervisors of 
each county have th e pow er to regulate 
such m atters, and properly do so all over 
th e State. 
If 8 an M ateo, or any other 
county, is not able to pay th e bounty, the 
State should m ake an appropriation at 
once, or th e hog-ranchers should m ove 
into T ulare county, w here both they and 
their hogs could iatten ofl th e festive jack 
rabbit. 
T he C om m ittee on A griculture is com ­ 
posed of represen tat; ve m en from Butte, 
Colusa, Yolo, Sacram ento, San Jo aq u in , 
Merced, M ario sa and T ulare counties, 
and they voted unanim ously against the 
bill. 
T he gentlem en representing the four 
first nam ed 
counties 
seem 
w illing to 
am end the bill so as to include w ild geese 
scalps, w hile th e other m em bers are a n x ­ 
ious th at the scalps of jack-rabbits should 
also be included.

t'harlet. D. Aluiy, a traveler of experi­ 
ence, and now a resident of G rand Uajiids, 
Micli., has the following story to tell of the 
Samoan or N avigator’s Islands, in 
the 
South Pacific: 
Not many years ago the U nited .States 
steam er Richmond was pulling lar.ily at 
fifty fathoms of cable w ith its anchor im­ 
bedded 111 the soft bottom of the harbor of 
A pia, the principal port of the group. 
D iplom atic questions were then, as is the 
■case now with other vessels of tiie navy, 
the cause of the Richm ond’s presence in 
th a t vicinity. 
S. veral little state m atters 
required adjustm ent, and the American 
Consul wanted a vacation—wanted to get 
back to the civilized world again—and last, 
but not least; the coal bunkers of the ship 
needed to he replenished. 
A ll of these 
things required time and afforded an ex­ 
cellent opportunity to those who desired 
to keep their “weather eye open’’ and 
profit thereby. 
O f tbe Kawoan group the Savii, Upolu, 
lu tu ila and Mauna islands are of the 
greater importance, and 
are distanced 
some 3,000 miles from Sydney and 5,000 
from San Krancisco. 
They are scattered 
over a space of about 100 miles, and are 
inhabited by people adhering to the same 
customer, believing in the same religion 
and governed by the same laws. 
It must 
be borne in mind, however, that the almve 
statem ents apply to the people when iliey 
wore Samoanese, pure and simple, and not 
after they became acquainted with the 
civilizing influences which have of late 
been thrown around them, and hence, in a 
great measure, obliterated th eir identity. 


ClKOGKAPHICAIi FEATURES. 
_ Geographically the islands are volcanic 
in nature, usually high and iuountaim*is. 
There are several volcanoes, though long 
since extinct, which give to its scenery á 
pictnresqueness like unto the Islands of 
Japan, with itsgrand Fusi Amya towering 
14,000 feet above the level of the sea. Though 
its harbors areopeu, they are well protected 
by a coral reef which extends, nearly the en­ 
tire circumference of thegroup. 
Tlierocky 
foundation is generally covered by a rich 
earth, in which the bread-fruit, banana, 
cocoanut, nutmeg, sugar cane, pineapple 
and other tropical products thrive to a re­ 
markable degree. These articles are the 
stock-in-trade of the 40,000 inhabitants, 
who in themselves are worthy of much 
more study than is generally accorded 
them 
by 
the 
outside 
world. 
They 
are models in 
physique. 
Tall, 
well 
proportioned, clean of limb, graceful in 
poise or movement, and, except the nose, 
•of well-defined features, they stand physic­ 
ally without a peer in the great human 
family. 
Their nomadic life gives to their 
character a dignity often wanting in more 
advanced races 
Kind, generous, thor­ 
oughly hospitable, they know but little of 
what is termed poverty. Their social sys­ 
tem is semi communistic; (ree to lorrow, 
ready to lend. 
If a house is to be con­ 
structed members of the family or clan con­ 
tribute their share gladly; if one is with­ 
out a borne he is a welcome guest at 
another’s table .us long as he wishes to re­ 
main. This freedom and want of re­ 
sponsibility has but little to do with their 
unprogressivcncss. 
Their 
honesty and 
sense of duty prevents the abuse of such a 
social system. 
Theirs is largely a patri­ 
archal form 
government, the sovereign- 
ship resting in chiefs or clans and the 
common consent of a big chief. These 
titles are not hereditary, but often are lie- 
stowed in acknowledgment of valor or to 
win over 
i powerful leader of another 
family. 
The (lowers of manhood are kept 
:es liojy guard and during peace are waited 
upon an i lionized hv the rest of the farailv. 
Matting, war implements, canoes and na­ 
tive Goth arc manufactured by artisans, 
• and 'ie the cin u la ting medium of the Sa­ 
moan -w*. 
The women occupy a higher 
position in the family circle than is gen­ 
erality customary with islanders. 


T H E UORT OF A PIA . 


Is iiuaftal on the northern cost of Upolu, 
and 
since 
'.he introduction o f steamship 
lines in the (South Pacific is recognized as 
the commercial center o f thegroup. 
It 
boasts of a population of ultout 1,500, m is­ 
sionary 
chapels, schools and a printing 
house. 
There are several consular d w ell­ 
ings and 
tourist find rather comfortable 
quarters at a place which the inhabit an Ls 
cail a h eel. 
W iiiie tbe foreigners liv e in 
the^ m odefuly 
constructed 
house 
the 
natives, except i lew of the more opulent, 
still retain the architectural styles estab­ 
lished by the aboriginal man. 
These are 
Glrculat 
m 
iorui, of from thirty to forty 
feet n diam eter and are principally roof. 
lV st- almut four feet high and situated 
som e toi.r or five feet apart form the found* 
atio:.. 
i ’he 
roof i* thatched, usually of 
sugar-cane leaves, and rises, cone-shaped, 
tw enty feet above the ground, 
it is so 
■constructed 
in tour parts that it may lie 
easily taken down and shipped to any 
destination 
without damage to it. 
T he 
appertures between the foundation posts 
serve as 
doors 
aud 
windows 
during 
th e 
day 
and 
as 
walls 
and 
protec­ 
tion at 
night by dropping curtains of 
m atting. 
1'he house has hut one room, 
w hich serves well the purpose of drawing­ 
room. d(Ling-room, bed-room and kitchen. 
I or sleeping purposes for the several mem­ 
ber.-. o f the fam ily, tents of m atting are put 
up and separate Apartments are a condi­ 
tion and not a theory. 
T he bed of a 
Sam oanese is gotten up with due regard 
to expense, but at a total disregard of com­ 
fort. 
It consist.-of three or four layers of 
m atting laid on the hard, smooth ground, 
on which none but a native could hope for 
rest. 
The pillow is a piece of thick bam­ 
boo a Unit five feet long and supported by 
legs three inches high. 
On this instru­ 
m ent of torture the victim places his neck 
and divides his attention between attem pt­ 
ing to sleep and thinking how long it will 
be before the knife descends and puts an 
end to tbe almost insupportable agony. 
T his is from the standpoint of the man 
inured to the comforts of the four-poster. 
It requires but little space to describe 
th e clothing of this people. 
A part from 
a n habitual smile little else is woru, unless 
an apron of “T i” leaves, suspended from 
th e loin, be considcied. 
The garb of the 
women differs from the men’s in that it is 
a little longer. 
In rainy weather a large 
banana leaf passes well for an umbrella. 
T his garb worn by both sexes was often 
m ade of plaited work which took mouths 
and sometimes years to construct, and when 
' once washed was of no service. 
This 
necessitated careful and long usage and 
gave rise to an acquaintance with unclean­ 
liness, which otherwise is not a character­ 
istic of the people. 
In duties about the 
bouse they are particularly neat, also in 
personal habits. 
It is only in the instance 
named th at uugodliness enters at all into a 
p art of their everyday existence. 
Though 
usually the people go barefooted, sandals 
o f plaited seaweed are sometimes worn, 
particularly when at work along the shell- 
lined beach. 
On state occasions the toilet 
is elaborated by rubbing the body with a 
highly and not pleasantly scented oil, 
often mixed with lameric, to give the skin 
a yellowish tint. 
The older custom of do­ 
ing up the hair is still adhered to by those 
les.- advanced. 
T his is a pompadour ex­ 
tending straight up from the head from 
tw elve to eighteen inches and surrounded 
by a band at the center, which gives them 
th e 
appearance 
of 
carrying on their 
head a sheaf of wheat. 
To give the 
b a ir an auburn or reddish line, which is 
looked 
u |k > ii by trip “ 400” as !>eing the 
proper caper, it is bathed daily in a solu­ 
tion. of which lime is the principal in­ 
gredient. 
This makes the hair crisp and 
stiff, and helps the better to keep it in 
place. 
Before the westward trend of civ­ 
ilization gave them 
anything better, a 
tu b of w ater was the nearest to a look­ 
ing-glass they could boast of. 
In Pango 
Pango the tub is still doing duty for the 
m irror. 
Both men and women are very 
&>n<i of jewelry. 
They delight in decor­ 
atin g themselves in strings of shells, which, 
considering their facilities, they succeed in 
bringing to a high slate of polish. 
For 
am usem ent the dance take., first place. 
T h e ir drees ball is generally a day-time 


affair, and, differing from the evening party, 
is indulged in by both sexes. The even­ 
ing party is for men oulv, though women 
are always in attendance, as spectators 
only. The dance consists of an irregular 
series of evolutions more after the style 
of “ Simon saya thumbs np,” for what the 
leader does so Jo they all. The music is 
produced by men and women pounding the 
ground with sticks aud cl ule and chan ting, 
regardless of ooucert or time, a mournful, 
soulless dirge. 
The custom of marriage is similar to- 
that of China, the girl having little, if 
anything, to say about the matter, so long 
as the parents are satisfied with the would- 
be son-in-law. The festivities attending 
the ceremonies consist of eating, drinkiug 
and merrymaking and the exchanging of 
presents, the latter always of the greater 
moment. The divoree system is conducted 
strictly on tbe Chicago plan. 
If in a few 
weeks the parties interested become dis­ 
satisfied, the wifo is at liberty to go home 
to her mother, and social circles find in the 
act iittle to excite its curiosity. 
If the 
bond» have held well for a few years and 
then become distasteful, the matter is 
quietly discussed, and, with an equal dis­ 
tribution of the property, the wife leaves 
the matrimonial roof, never, while her 
husband is alive, to marry another. 
If 
her husband waa a chief or of high rank, 
she can, upon his death and with the oon- 
sentof iiia family, join fortunes with an­ 
other. 
A widow becomes the lawful prop­ 
erty of her brother-in-law. 
If he is al­ 
ready married, no m atter; she is number 
tw<J. 
Before the introduction of Chris­ 
tianity, polygamy and concubinage were 
practiced. 
. 
The religion of the Samoans has many 
features largely in common with 
the 
Greek mythology. 
Particularly is this 
true in the deifying of heroes after death. 
Their cosmogony contains something of 
nearly every school. 
Christian, in that 
all things were created; Parsee in the 
prominence of fire as an original element, 
and so on, in a way that their crude phil­ 
osophy accounts for the things that be, 
without the complicating theories which 
abound in the more enlightened schools of 
civilization. The advent of death is cele­ 
brated with rites in which exchanging of 
presents again is prominent. 
Not in a cof­ 
fin, but wrapped in several folds of choice 
matting, the body is laid in the ground, 
and for a period of ten days is watched bv 
sympathizing friends. The effects nsed by 
the deceased during sickness are buried 
with him. The chiefs and persons of rank 
are alone embalmed. This is done by 
puncturing the skull and body with a 
sharpened human bone, and the incisions 
filled with a native preparation; the hair, 
which has been removed from the skull, is 
glued on and the work is finished. 
That the Samoanese are in every worthy 
of the fatherly protection of Uncle Sam is 
beyond all doubt, and that the American 
Hag will continue to wrap them within its 
protecting folds is the hearty wish of every 
person who is at all acquainted with theni. 


OUR EASTERN LECTURERS. 


T H E N A TIO N ’S F O R E S T S . 


T he Steps N ecessary to r th e ir P re se rv a ­ 
tio n -S o m e P ra c tic a l Suggestions. 
The first step in the effort to provide 
for the conservation of the forests on the 
national domain should be the withdrawal 
from sale of all forest lands belonging to 
the nation. 
It will not be necessary to 
preserve and maintain all these forests 
permanently, but the extent of forest-ter- 
ritorv which will be required by a prac­ 
tical plan of forest-preservation and man­ 
agement for our Western mountain regions 
cannot be at once precisely determined. A 
thorough examination o"f these regions, 
aud of the agricultural country depending 
upon them for its water supply, will be 
necessary, in order to show what forests 
must lie retained, and what tracts of tim­ 
ber can be put upon the market without 
injury to the imj ortant interest involved. 
Until such an examination has been made, 
none of the forest lands now belonging to 
the United States should be sold. 
The second step should be to commit to the 
United States army the care and guardian­ 
ship of the forests belonging to the nation. 
There is in time of peace no other work of 
national defense or protection so imnoitant 
as this which the army can jierform* and it 
is plain that uuder existing conditions the 
forests on the national domain will not be 
—indeed cannot be—adequately guarded 
and protected by any other means. The 
measures which have been tried, including 
those now in operation, or nominally in 
operation, have proved almost entirely in­ 
effective. The forests on the public lands 
are pillaged by- settlers, and by the em­ 
ployes of railroads and mining"companies, 
without scruple or limit. 
Other instru­ 
ments will have to be employed if the 
forests are to be preserved. Their com­ 
plete and final destruction, with that of the 
soil which sustains them, is, under the 
present system, or want of system, only a 
question of time, and of a very short time. 
The officers of the United Stales army 
are educated by the nation for its service 
and they constitute a body of men not 
equaled by any other in our country in 
their equipment for guarding and protect­ 
ing the great forest regions belonging to 
the nation. They possess every kind of 
fitness for this work in greater degree than 
. n« other class of men, and if authorized 
by law to undertake this service thev 
would have the power and the mean's 
necessary for its performance, while every­ 
body else is at present inevitably power­ 
less and incapable. 
As there is likely to 
be very little work for the army hereafter 
in the care of the Indians, it will lie avail­ 
able for this service of guarding the 
national forests. 
The work can lie done 
well by the armv, and it would cost 
nothing, <*r very little, whiie any other 
plan would necessarily lie both ineffective 
and costly. This guardianship and de­ 
fense of the nation’s forests by the armv of 
the nation should lar continued and main­ 
tained until a sufficient number of ade­ 
quately trained and equipped foresters has 
been provided by the National Government 
for the administration of a complete and 
{lermanent system and policy for the man­ 
agement of the forests on the public do­ 
main. 
T his brings us to consider the third step. 
T his should be the appointm ent, by the 
President, of a commission to make a 
thorough exam ination of the condition of 
the forests belonging to the Nation, and of 
their relation to the agricultural interests 
of the regions through which the streams 
ffow which have their sources in these 
forests, and to report, w ith the facls ob­ 
served, a comprehensive 
plan for the 
preservation and management of the pub­ 
lic forests, including a system for the train ­ 
ing, bv the Government, of a sufficient 
number of foresters for the National forest 
service. 
The commission should determ ine what 
portions of the existing forests on the public 
domain should be perm anently preset ved, 
and in w hat manner the rem ainder should 
lie perm anently dis|)ose«l of. 
The national 
forests can bo so managed th at they will 
lie perpetually reproduced, and will yield 
forever an abundant supply of tim ber for 
the inhabitants of the adjacent country, 
and a revenue which will more than sus­ 
tain the cost of the forest service. 
A 
National School of Forestry should lie es­ 
tablished at a suitable place in one of the 
great mountain forests on the public lands, 
and its equipm ent should be as thorough 
and adequate for its purpose as is th at of 
the National M ilitary Academy at West 
Point.— GanL-n atui Forest. 


F lo rid * F « arin g M ore Yellow F ever, 
O ur phenomenally mild winter is bother­ 
ing our Southern health officials. 
It is be­ 
lieved by many that Florida will have an­ 
other yellow fever plague this year, and 
the neighboring States should be prepared 
to act sensibly and harmoniously. 
Much 
can he done to prevent a panic next sum­ 
mer by taking the pro|>er precautions. 
Last sum mer people were too liadl v scared 
to know what they were doing. 
Refugees 
rushed jiell mell in every direction, to be 
fleeced in one place and-met with shotguns 
in another. 
One day there would be an 
exodus from Jacksonville, and the next no 
one was perm itted to leave the city. Every­ 
thing was in confusion. 
Sick people died 
in camps not projterly «quipped, and fe­ 
male refugees were at the mercy of negroes 
and w hite tramps. 
Yellow Jack may not 
come this year, hut it will do no harm to 
get ready for him .— Allanto Canilitution.

Progress o f the M astín Party In Its Trip 
Through the W est. 
Chicago, January 28, 1880. 
E ds. R kcord-Umiok : 
I received advices 
the other day from Sacram ento that u n ­ 
favorable “com m ent had been made upon 
the m istake of going to the N orthern 
States," m eaning Wisconsin and M inne­ 
sota. I do not propose to rest quietly un ­ 
der such criticism. I endeavored to obtain 
from the committee an official plan of our 
tour, but everyone slated that it should be 
left to our judgm ent, which should be 
guided 
by 
investigation when on the 
ground, yet nearly everyone with whom I 
conversed said, "Of course you will go to 
M innesota.” 
W e w ent to M innesota sim ­ 
ply to investigate aud because it seemed the 
judgm ent of Sacram ento people so to do. 
In any other year, possibly, th at State 
would be a good field. This year, the win­ 
ter not being norm al and the N orthern 
Pacific using every inducem ent for m igra­ 
tion to the extensive Northwest, caused 
oar visit to be fruitless. 
Mr. Brand, who 
has been 
Hast, 
knows 
well how un­ 
favorable to our mission was the abnor­ 
m ally fine, as it is here called, winter. 
But to our travels. At m y last advices 
we had lectured at McGregor,"on the Missis­ 
sippi river. From there we went to D u­ 
buque, as our funds had run low, and also 
for advices from home. 
At that city hav­ 
ing received another rem ittance, and Du­ 
buque not appearing to be a favorable place 
for our purposes, we started north, arriving 
at West Union, a town of abont 3,000 peo­ 
ple. The large opera house, although it 
was snowing sharply, was crowded with 
auditors, not less than 500 people being 
present. At this placg we were favored by 
a press notice, the second one I have had 
the pleasure to see. 
The Fayette lotion 
said that the speech of the writer was very 
moderate, and that nothing was said to in­ 
duce any farmer to leave the rich and pro_- 
ductive State of Iowa. 
And this, while Í 
was talking, the snow was falling fast and 
furious and the mercury down nearly to 
zero. 
For once at least in my life I felt 
indifferent to press criticism. 
And the editor was right in one sense. 
I have not indulged in hyperbole 
Every 
statem ent that I have made can be more 
than substantiated. 
The fact is, to tell the 
whole truth about our section is to render 
one liable to the im putation of being a 
relative of A nanias. More than once when 
I have made a moderate statem ent about 
the climate or the profits of fruit culture, 
a gentle m urm ur would be heard in the 
audience, indicative of incredulous su r­ 
prise. 
However, I was relieved at West 
Union by an old farmer, who had come in 
from his farm to hear us, rising in his seat 
aud saying that he had been in California; 
that Sacramento valley was the best part 
of the State; that I had underestim ated its 
merits, but had made two misstatem ents 
which he would correct as follow s: 
He 
had to wear an overcoat in Capitol Park 
last July, and lie bought black grapes that 
raisins are made from in Sacramento for 
one cent a pound ! T hat gave me a peg to 
hang some rem arks upon. 
The next day we drove to Fayette in a 
sleigh, mercury 14° below zero" and lec­ 
tured in the Congregational Church, which 
we thought of am ple size, but it was not. 
The house was literally packed, and the 
aisles were filled with chairs to accommo­ 
date the hearers. From Fayette we went to 
Cresco. and held forth in Lyric H all. Here 
the audience we estimated, by counting 
seats, at about four hundred. 
I always felt 
a little embarrassed when I began to speak, 
for fear that the people came to see tbe 
"show ” aud not to hear the talk. 
But as 
in no instance has even one person left the 
room while I have been speaking, and the 
strictest attention has been given, I am 
convinced that the interest arose from a 
simple desire to be informed about Cali­ 
f irn’ia. 
As my rem arks were those which I con­ 
ceived should be addressed to a iarm er or 
practical business m an seeking a home and 
wishing to know ‘‘how he could m ake a 
living,” and therefore largely statistical, 
occupying an hour or more in delivery, 
w iih o u tan y rhetorical flourishes, you can 
understand that the attention of people was 
held by tbe subject and not by tbe speaker. 
You have no conception o f’ the w auf’fof 
information about California, and especially 
our portion of the Slate, and 1 wish to re­ 
iterate my opinion that the citizens of Sac­ 
ram ento, Placer, El Dorado, Butte, Sutter 
aud Solano counties, o r» t least Sacramento 
aud Placer should advertise in the country 
press tbe resources of their respective coun­ 
ties. Southern California literature, as I 
once before wrote, is everywhere, and now 
that the opinion prevails here that land 
has reached the lim it as to values, in that 
charm ing section, and efforts are now m ak­ 
ing to induce migration to Oregon and 
W ashington Territory, is our golden op­ 
portunity to call attention to our more 
favored counties. 
I have no doubt that 
from the portion of Iowa we visited you 
will secure an addition to our population 
in 1889. 
But the northwe*! and central 
portion of the State has not been reached. 
The soil of northern Iowa is indeed deep 
and rich, but the future of the farmer is 
not encouraging. 
Business is very dull 
and the drummers are selling very few 
goods. They report collections slow, and 
from some of them I gained the impression 
that many merchants would be unable to 
continue in business. 
The chinch bug has utterly ruined 
wheat farming, ami farmers have turned 
their attention to corn and stock-raising. 
The horses are exceptionally fine, but there 
does not seem to be much profit in stock- 
raising. Chicago or the “ Dressed Meat 
T rust" fixes the price of live stock, and 
the farmer is compelled to sell at that price, 
less railroad freight. 
The following table shows the average 
production in bushels per acre, and the 
average price per bushel received for the 
grains named, in the counties we visited :

The highest return for wheat is $11 70 
per acre in Floyd county, and for corn 
$10 50 in Clayton. 
A gentleman con­ 
nected with a co-operative creamery told 
me that the net return 1o the dairym en 
was 121 cents per pound for his b u tte r; 
others placed it at 15 cents. 
Can von wonder that men are anxious to 
move to a better land? I told them that I 
knew of a p e ar orchard near Sacram ento 
city that produced on four acres as m uch as 
their 1(10 acres, and of one and iliree- 
fonrtba acres of 
raspberries 
in Placer 
coanty that yielded as m uch as a quarter 
section of their land did in com or wheat. 
The farmers are heavily mortgaged in the 
W estern States. Much of tbe capital loaned 
on mortgages is derived from the East, and 
I noticed a report that Eastern capitalists 
are becoming alarmed, and hereafter in ­ 
tended to lim it their loans. 
Illinois has 310,277 mortgagee, am ount­ 
ing to $102,053,118. On farms, $142,400.300 ; 
town lots, $238,922,039, and chattels, $20,­ 
730,779. The annual interest on these loans 
is over $27,000.000. 
W hen we learn that 
the assessed value of the real estate is $507,­ 
086,491. personal 
property 
$241,467,444, 
total $709 153,935, the am ount of mortgage 
debt seems appalling. 
Kansas is mortgaged to the tune of 
$250,000,000. I could not learn the m ort­ 
gage debt of Minneseta. It is estimated to be 
nearly $150 000,000. Four counties, Grant, 
Polk, Marshall and Fillm ore, showed an 
average of 22 per cent, of mortgages of the 
valne of the land. Governor Larrabee of 
Iowa had unsuccessfully endeavored to 
ascertain the extent of the mortgage debt 
of his State. I learned, however, th at th« 
State is deeply mortgaged. 
I feel loth to leave the work we have 
just begnn here, but we m ust re tu rn ; 
hoping that in tbe coming year some sys­ 
tematic step will be taken to thoroughly 
canvas the Slate of Iowa. The harvest is 
ripe. 
Put in your sickle. 
I have just 
finished writing a sm all folder of about 
ten or twelve pages, and proof will be 
ready in a few days. So soon as printed 
Mr. W hite will start to distribute them 
along N orthern and Central Iowa. 
If I was a despot I would make a law

TOLD AT T H E CLOYER CLUB D1X-

Echoes of the Clover Club’s annual din­ 
ner in P hiladelphia are still in the New 
Y ork air. 
The twenty-five New York 
pilgrim s who have returned in full-bodied 
condition from that lordly feast have 
already had their sealed 
and 
signed 
parchm ent certificates as valiant trencher­ 
men and “goodlie fellowes” framed and 
hanging where th eir friends may envy 
them . 
Hut the stories which they have 
brought to the m etropolis from the quiet 
Q uaker City will be repeated here for 
some days to come. 
Iu the public resorts, 
the cafes, the hotel corridors, a new storv 
is a welcome guest and never iaiis to ereate 
an interest and excitem ent which no other 
cause can provoke. 
Billy Florence once 
said th a t only one new story was created 
each year, and that all others were simply 
resurrections from the antiquated past. 
Hence, to have more than a score ot good 
fellows come back to this city, each loaded 
w ith a new narration plucked from the 
clover field, has given the famous P hila­ 
delphia club a reputation which all its 
gastronomic feasts and dining unconven­ 
tionalities would never obtain for it. 
Senator Blackburn is credited with the 
l>est tale of the lot. 
I t was told by way of illustration of the 
wonderful hopefulness of the Democratic 
party even in disastei. 
The day after the 
last N ational election Blackburn and R ep­ 
resentative Allen of Mississippi—a man 
who is described by the K entucky Senator 
as the w ittiest and loneliest looking man 
he had ever met—were together-in the 
Capitol building when they were ap­ 
proached bv young E ditor Hearst, who 
excitedly showed them a telegram from 
his father, the California Senator. 
The 
message ran in this w ay: 
“As sure as there is a God iu heaven 
G rover Cleveland has carried California.” 
^ A t that tim e it was well known that 
New York State had been carried bv 
Harrison, and it made no earthly differ­ 
ence w hat the voters of California had 
determ ined their verdict should be. Allen 
read the telegram, and then handing it 
back to the young San Francisco editor, 
said to him solemnly : “ Young man. vour 
father’s words rem ind me of an acquaint­ 
ance of mine who went out to Colorado 
and was thrown from a bronco pony and 
killed. 
H is companions sent this tele­ 
graphic message to bis widow: 
“ ‘ Jim has been thrown by a bronco, 
and his neck, both legs and one arm are 
broken.’ 
“ Several hours later they sent the wid­ 
ow this additional message: 
“ ‘ Later particulars: M atter not as bad 
as first reported. 
Jim ’s arm was not 
broken.’ 
T hat story will be repeated here thou­ 
sands of times before the bell is rung upon 
it. 
Tom O chiltree came back from P hila­ 
delphia proud of the distinction of having 
been complimented for telling in succes­ 
sion three new stories at the Clover board. 
The first concerned his father, the one­ 
time much revered C hief Justice of Texas, 
and the same gentleman who, after he had 
announced his determ ination to take his 
red-headed son into partnership and had 
instructed him to have prepared a proper 
sign for their log law office, was horrined 
when he beheld an immense placard bear­ 
ing the legend: 


THOMAS P . OCHILTREE & FA TH ER . 
The tale which this hopeful lad told 
upon his sire narrates how, in company 
with Judge Henderson, he was traveling 
horseback from a point on his circuit to 
Austin, which was several hundred miles 
away. 
W hen they had covered lees than 
half the distance they espied a large tent 
at the foot of a hill, and an investigation 
disclosed the fact th at its proprietors were 
a party of Texan gamblers who were deal­ 
ing faro. 
In a few moments the two 
Judges were deeply interested in the rnvs- 
teries of the game. 
A fter they had been 
fightiDg the tiger for several hour-, fortune 
varying, but in the m ain being adverse, 
Judge Henderson discovered that he was 
being cheated. 
Nudging his companion, j 
he said in a w hisper: “ Judge, 1 think j 
they are playing a brace game on us.” The ! 
Chief Justice placed one hand beside his 1 
m outh as he whispered back: ” 811-11-11,1 
I've known that for the last hour, but there 
is no game between here and Austin.” 
This was told in Philadelphia to illus- i 
trate the fact that there is but one Clover 
Club, and that he who has the privilege of 
getting w ithin that pasture wishes to re­ 
main there, n<> m atter w hat ordeal lie is 
subjected to. 
But in New York, between 
now and next January, the same thing 
will be used to exemplify one thousand 
and one different things. 
O chiltree’s second story was a brief one. 
A man in Texas was accused of stealing 
a horse. 
It is scarcely necessary to say 
th at im mediately there was a lynching 
bee. 
At the conclusion of the entertain­ 
ment ‘.tie participants found that they had 
hanged the wrong man, and the high- 
minded citizens who had managed the 
aftair were tilled with remorse. 
They de­ 
term ined that the dead man’s memorv was 
entitled to vindication, and therefore a 
committee was appointed to wait upon the 
widow. 
They found her weeping. 
The 
chairm an, with an awkward wave of his 
slouch hat, said, in a somewhat erabarra-sed 
m anner: 
“ Marrn, we hanged your hus­ 
band, but he wat the wrong man. 
Marm, 
the joke is on us.” 
O chiltree's thin! story burlesques that 
great number of Republican zealots who 
claim to be “ the original H arrison man.” 
In the famous battle of Thames, in 
which the historic Indian chieftain Te- 
cumseh was killed, W illiam H enry H arri­ 
son, the grandfather of the President-elect, 
commanded the American! forces, 
it was 
generally supposed th at Tecumseh had re­ 
ceived his death-wound from Dick Johnson 
who under the more dignified appellation 
of R ichard M. Johnson, subsequently be­ 
came the V ice-President of these United 
Stales. 
However th at may be, for years a 
dispute raged in Texas as to who killed 
Tecumseh, which w:is not even overshad­ 
owed by the more recent inquiry as to 
“ W ho struck Billy Patterson ?” 
W hen 
this discussion was at its hottest a strange 
and somewhat mysterious character, an 
exaggerated specimen of the typical and 
fervent Southerner, made his abode in a 
log house in the town which is now G al­ 
veston. 
His name was Skinner. 
The rear 
room of his humble dwelling was sacredly 
preserved from 
the gaze of 
all 
vis­ 
itors. 
One 
day 
he 
approached 
C hief 
Justice O chiltree, who, in a public resort, 
was surrounded by a num ber of friends, 
and said in a solemn way : u Judge, the 
tim e has at last come when a secret which 
has rem ained locked in my bosom should 
be revealed. 
Men shall no longer agitate 
th eir minds about a m atter of public mo- 
_ ment when I have it in mv power to for­ 
ever settle the dispute. 
You, gentlemen, 
perplex yourselves as to who killed Te­ 
cumseh. 
W alk with me to my abode and 
bring your friends w ith you. 
I have 
som ething to show yon.” H e guided them 
into a little room where before none but 
him self had entered, and tragically pointed 
to eotne articles hung upon the walls. 
They were a sword in a rusted scabbard, 
an old cavalry saddle sa d two leather 
holsters, containing a p air« f old-time flint- 
iock pistols, 
lie drew these last-named 
weapons from their receptacles and placed 
them with seemiag reverence upon a talde 
before him . 
Thea pointing towards them 
proudly he «aid, with dram atic utterance: 
“ Judge, you see those pistols. 
They have 
been in my family for one hiiudred and 
fifty years. 
They were carried by my 
grandfather and father in Braddocr's cam­ 
paign agaiust the Indians and in the war 
of 1812. 
They have never been out of 
the possession of our family. 
They have ! 
never been out of my possession since my ¡ 
father died. 
They were at the battle of; 
T itanes. 
I was at the battle of Thames, i 
Judge, ose of these pistols fired the ball i 


w hich pierced the heart of Tecumseh. 
I 
will not answer the inquiry as to who 
killed Tecumseh. 
Modesty forbids. 
But 
I ask you, Judge, if it is likely th at a gen­ 
tlem an would loan his pistols on an occa­ 
sion like th at ? ’ 


A STORY OF A NEGRO BOY. 
I was chatting w ith Colonel Jo h n A. Mi> 
Caull, the successful opera manager, when 
a bright-looking young negro approached 
him deferentially. with a touch of his hat 
and asked him a question, and received an 
answer w hich plainly indicated th at he 
was a trusted body servant. 
Knowing the 
heroic effort which the Colonel, when yet 
a boy, made to bring success to the Confed­ 
eracy, and the frankness w ith which he 
declines to express any regret for the part 
lie took in the rebellion, and having heard 
him in a large dinner gathering sing, “ 1 
am a good old rebel, and don’t care a 
,” 
I, with jocose intent entirely, said to him, 
as I glanced toward the retreating figure 
of the young negro: 
“ 1 thought the days 
of slavery had gone by in this country.” 
H e looked me squarely in th e eyes as 
he quickly answ ered: 
“ Not much. 
T hat 
boy lias been with me twenty years, and I 
have never paid him a jienny of wages 
during that time.” 
1 plainly showed my 
surprise, but the Colonel quickly added, 
“ But he always goes to my pocket and 
takes w hat he wants. 
I can’t tell how 
much I have about me now. but lie can. 
I 
don’t know w hether he keeps an account 
or not, but if he does I never examine it. 
H e has been with me so long and I have 
become so accustomed to liis assistance in 
thousands of things that I don’t know how 
I could get along without him. H e travels 
w ith me wherever I go. W hat does he do? 
Everything. 
H e can nurse children with 
the tenderness of a woman; he can cook 
terrapin that John Chamberlain can’t ex­ 
cel ; he can wash and iron as well as any 
practical laundress; he can ride a racer 
like a Garrison, drive a trotter as well as a 
Turner, and yet handle a pair of family 
horses as carefully as a veteran coachman. 
“1 came across him in Baltimore, when 
lie was seven years of age and earned 
dimes by holding my horses. 
D uring the 
twenty years which have elapsed since 
then lie was away from me but twice— 
once for three hours and once for three 
weeks. 
The first tim e he discharged me. 
I came home late at night and asked him 
to bring me some bread and m ilk. 
H e 
had no milk. 
I hadq’t wanted such a 
thing for two months, perhaps, but I was 
s j accustomed to bis m aking instant re­ 
sponse to my slightest wish th at I was 
vexed and talked roughly to him . 
H e 
went out and loaded him self to the guards 
w ith liquor. 
W hen I awake in the m orn­ 
ing I always find Jim in my room. W hen 
1 awoke the morning after that occurrence 
I missed Jim . 
I sent for the cook. 
She 
informed me that Jim came in the kitchen 
at daylight, bilin’ lull, aud told her to tell 
me that I was 110 longer a member of the 
combination and th at I was discharged. 
However, when he got sober, which was in 
a few hours, he was kneeling beside my 
bed crying. 
The second tim e some of 
Robinson’s circus men lured him away. 
In their show they had a faked-up Indian 
who rode a reindeer over hurdles. 
The 
rider liad fallen and broke a leg. 
About 
this tim e the cook sent Jim out one day 
for sixty cents’ worth of postage stamps. 
The circus men met him, as I afterwards 
discovered, and enticed him to the show. 
They fixed him up as an Indian, and he 
took the place of the disabled rider.' H e 
was away from me about three weeks, and 
1 knew nothing of his whereabouts.

my flat one day, went direct to the kitchen

Two hundred 
and eightv-six cars o! graiu, representing 
over $175,00*1, have been shipped from this 
market, not m entioning the large am ount 
yet in the warehouses. One hundred and 
sixty-one cars of wheat—chicken-feed— 
representing $90,000 has gone from A rm our 
to help supply the world with the stall of 
life. 
Farm ers tell us that nearly one-half 
of last year's crop is yet to be marketed. 
Let it be remembered that A rm our controls 
only a sm all portion of the grain raised in 
South Dakota. 
For a country that nas 
been settied only five or six years this is 
not a bed showiDg. A rm our is in the same 
latitude as a large portion of the Uniced 
States. The winters are no more severe 
than ir. the city of Chicago. 
Either Mr. 
Brown has fallen into the clutches of a

handles facts in a very careless m anner. 
South Dakota has no use for a pessimist.” 
Mr. Brown came to this city the sea nd 
week in December, bought a ranch near 
Folsom and returned East for his family. 
H e arrived in this city with his wife and 
little ones on Monday of this week, and is 
now happily located on a farm where all 
the rigors of Dakota climate are total 
strangers, where the wheat produces twenty 
bushels to the acre—large, plum p kernels— 
where fruit of all kinds, from the golden 
orange to the winter apple, grow in abuud- 
ance, where the vine creeps through the 
branches of the fig tree and tbe olive a t­ 
tains a more luxuriant growth than it does 
in Spain, where the sun shines every day 
in the year and w inter and autum n are lost 
in a perpetual spring and sum m er.

H e was set 
upon im m ediately on his return to A rm our 
by thereai estate m en,land sharks and boom 
editors of irresponsible sheets. “ The inter­ 
view with me which you published on the 
9:_b of January is true in every particular. 
tYhen i's denial was published in the A r­ 
m our paper, I called in the most prom inent 
citizens of the town to bear witness to the 
truthfulness of my statem ent. 
I had been 
very careful not to tell you tbe worst, and 
if I had, you cou.d not have described it, 
for no one who has not passed through a 
blizzard—who has not withstood the rigors 
of the climate of South Dakota—can have 
any conception of its severity, of its de­ 
struction of property, of the deaths it oc­ 
casions, and of the misery it entails.

who reside in California have no idea what 
suffering tbe poor of Dakota endure. Now,

He frequently made applications for 
leases and did not get them. The losses he had 
met with, he said, were through his dealings 
with pnva’e parties and not with the Commis­ 
sioners. He referred to ihe present holders of 
property in the valley as a ring. The present 
Commissioners, in his judgment, gave too much 
to ( offmon A Kenney. All of the privileges 
were leased to a lew people 
He thought there 
was about two hundred acres of open ground for 
the use of cunners 
The pa-ture was soon used 
up and then all ot the campers had to buy hay. 
Coffman, Kenney, Washburn and Bernard had 
ail of the privileges in the valley. Any one had 
arig h t to take hay or other produce into the 
valley to sell it, but they could not find a sale 
for it. He did not agree with the management 
of the valley. He thought too many trees had 
been cut in the valley. 
The Commissioners were not represented at 
the meeting, and the witnesses were notified lo 
be present on Monday evening next, as Mr. 
Gouclier had requested that he ce allowed to 
cross-examine them.
